LORD. HERSGHELL DEAD. 


Passed Away at Wash 
ington. 
He Was Chairman of Canadian Branch 
of Joint High Commission, 


8 (By Associated Press to-day.) 
Washivgton, D. O,, March 1st,—Lord 
Herschell, Chairman of the Canadian 


Branch of the Joint High Commission, 
died suddenly at the Shoreham hotel short- 
ly after 7 o'clock this morning 

At six o'clock, shortly after he awoke 
from a refreshing sleep, Lord Herschel) 
complained of difliculty in his breathing. 
This became rapidly worse and at 6:30 Dr. 
Johnson, who had been consulting with 
Dr. Holstead, was summoned hastily. The 
physicians reached Lord Herchell’s bed- 
side shortly before 7 o'clock: Tho dis- 
tinguished patient was then unconscious 
and died within a few minutes. 

The cause of death is thought to have 
been heart trouble, An autopsy will be 
held this afternoon. Lord Herschell’s 
family isin England and thither the re- 
mains will be sent.

STRANGE FRENCH MURDER 





Man Killed to Intimidate a Rich Mer- 
chant from Whom [Money Was 
Demanded. 


Paris, Feb. 27.—Nows of a strange crime 
somes from Nancy. A wealthy merchant 
of the name of Mathias received some days 
ago an anonymous letter demanding the 
sum of 50,000 francs on the pain of death, 
The writer said that in order to show the 
genuineness of his threat and how little he 
cared for human life he would killa man 
at nightfall on a certain street in Nancy 
three days later. Mathias was not much 
disturbed over the matter, believing it to be 
a joke or an empty threat. 

On the morning after the day named, 
however, he received another note saying : 
‘** Your victim has fallen. Forty minutes 
ago a man,apparently of the working class, 
was killed by a bullet through his body in 
the rue St. Max. This is simply to show 
you that we are in no fear of sacrificing 
life.” 

That morning the newspapers described 
the mysterious murder of a gardener at the 
spot named in the letter, and Mathias lost 
no time in consulting the police, Lut there 
is no clue to the murderer. The merchant 
is constantly guarded and is still alive, but 
he is half dead with terror. 


OVER A NAME. 





Some Discussion as to Whether a Post~ 
Office Should Be Called Hungerford. 

On a petition from that vicinity, the 
Postoflice Inspector has ordered the open- 
ing of the postottice at Hungerford, at the 
station on the Canadian Pacific railway in 
Hastings county formerly known as Shef- 
field. The O.P.R. has adopted the new 
name and changed it on the station and on 
its time table.

Pathetic Details of a Fraud Case, Tried 
Here To-Day.

Her Majesty's Coiirts of Justice, entered 
sely into a case tried before Judge 
ior in the County Court this morning. 

“Wm. Brimigan” was called, and a fair- 
haired, beardless young fellow with a pair 
of frank blue eyes, which seemed to defy 
suspicion, stepped forward. 

**You are charged with fraud and pro- 
curing the sum of $28 by fictitiove nursery 
stock orders. Are you guilty or not guilty?” 

**Guilty, your honor. I ask for mercy,” 

It’s the old, old story. The only sup- 
port of a widowed mother, and grandmoth- 
er, there came a time, when, without 
money, starvation for himself and his loved 
ones, loomed up in the distance. In desper- 
ation, he sent fictitious orders to Blackford 
& Co., a Toronto nursery firm he repre- 
sented, and secured $28 commission. 
hearing from the fictitious per- 
sonsto whom goods were sent, the firm 
became suspicious and investigated, with 
the result that Brimigan was arrested, 
brought before Magistrate Flint at Tren- 
ton, and committed for trial. 

This morning his mother sat there in 
court, with bowed head, rocking to and 


fro, dry eyed but broken-hearted. An 
uncle, a big, roughly-dressed man, was 


also present, his eyes showing traces of 
weeping. 

Mr. W. Carnew, who appeared for the 
defendant, asked for an adjournment, 
owing to the absence, through illnese, of 
Mr. A. A. Abbott, of Trenton, who is 
associated with him in the defence. 
Qounty Attorney Anderson consenting, 
the case was enlarged until Monday for 
judgment. 

Mr. Carnew handed His Honor a peti- 
tion, largely signed by Trenton’s leading 
citizens, asking for clemency, on account 
of Brimigan’s previous gy0d character and 
respectable family connection. 

Before taking the prisoner back to the 
cel), Gaoler Appleby allowed him to hold 
a few minutes, whispered conyersation 
with his mother, and as the scribe passed 
out, he heard from the mother's lips: 
** Keep up a brave heart, my boy. God 
will not hold it up against you.”

ME, KIPLING MUCH IMPROVED. 











Had a Rofreshing Sleep After the Passing 
of the Crisis. 


New York, March 2.—The condition of 
Rudyard Kipling was very much. in- 
proyed last night. The crisis in the dis- 
case Was passed in the morning. Tt was 
the ninth day of Mr. Kipling's illness. 
In pneumoniy the crisjs is usually reached 
by the seventh or ninth day, but it may 
be dolayed until 14. Ib required an iron 
constitution to bear up against the in- 
tonsity of the disease, for Mr. Kipling’s 
disease Is a double Jobar pneumonia—a 
pneumonia of both lungs—instead of the 
ordinary pneumonia, Which is an inflam- 
mation and consolidation of one of the 
lobes of « single lung, the former being 
fatal in the highest degree, 

The patient began to breathe more 
freely early yesterday morning, and after 
afew hours dropped into a refreshing 
sleep, the first In days, and the one essen- 
tinl to restore his fast waning strength. 
Later, the temperature dropped rapidly 
from 104 to 99, which is about normal, 
and which is the ordinary course of the 
discase. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the crisis 
has been passed In Mr. Kipling's illness, 
he is by no means out of danger, pne 
monin being one of those insidious di 
eases, like diphtherla, which has a tend- 
ency to serlously affect the heart. 

The following bulletin was posted at 
11.16 last night: ‘Mr. Kipling has con- 
tinted to improve,’”

Hersehell, one of the commisstoners from 
Great Britain on the joint high commis 
sion, recently in session here to adjust 
differences between the United States and 
Canada 1 quite suddenly ab 7,05 
o'clook yesterday morning, at the Shore 
ham Hotel, where he had been confined 
to his bed for several weeks with a bro- 
kon bono, caused by a fall on a slippery 
aldowalk 
Lord Herschell’s death came without 
Warning. Except for tho pain incident to 
the fracture of his leg, which oecurred on

Feb, 15, he has been in oxcellont health 
and spirits, and up to almost the hour of 
his death there was no promonitory 
symptoms of the coming end. At about 
5 o'clock in the morning His Lordship 
awakened and called to the trained nurse 
who has been with him ever since his 
uceldent, She found him breathing heay- 
ily. After recelying some attentions he 
xvid he felt better and again went to sleep, 
A little after 6 o’clook he again called 
the nurse, and said he felt 11, and com- 
plained of great pain in his chest below 
the heart, 

Dr. W. W. Johnson was hastily sum- 
moned, and, after a hurried examination, 
despatched ® messenger for Dr, Madox, 
Who joined him in a few minutes. The 
pain, however, did not yield to treat- 
ment, and at flve minutes after 7 o’olook 
His Lordship breathed his last, At the 
time there was with him his priyate sec- 
rotary, Mr. Hedworth Williamson, Mr. 
W. ©, Cartwright, seeretary of the joint 
high commission, ef which Lord Her- 
sehell was the president; Dr. Johnson, 
Dr. Madox and his nurse. In answer to 
inquiries the physicians said they were 
unable to give the exact cause of death, 
but the symptoms, it was thought, indi- 
cated that it was angina pectoris, 

The Senate's Tribute, 

In the Senate yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Fairbanks announced the death of Lord 
H hell, and paid a high tribute to the 
deceased jurist, He then offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions: : 

“That the Senate has heard with pro- 
found sensibility of the death of Lord 
Farrer Herschell, an eminent jurist and 
Statesman of Great Britain, formerly Lord 
High Chancellor, a member of the Unt- 
ted States and British high éommission. 

“That the president of the Senate is 
requested to convey to Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain the sympathy of 
the Senate of the United States im the 
great loss which she and the-people of 
Great Britain haye sustained» by the 
death of Lord Herschell.’’ 

Supreme Court Adjourned. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States adjourned upon the announcement 
of the death of Lord: Herschell. 

An Honored Career. 


Farrer Herschell, first baron of that 
name, was born Noy, 2, 1887, He was a 
son of the late Rey, Ridley Herschell of 
Londen, and Helen, daughter of William 
Mowbray of Edinburgh. He married in 
1876 Agnes, third daughter of Kdward 
Leigh Kindersley. There are One son and 
two daughters living. 

Baron Herschell was a Privy Counoil- 
lor; a Knight Grand Cross of the Bath, 
Doctor of Civil Law, Doctor of Laws, a 
deputy lieutenant for Kent and Durham, 
a Justice of the Peace, Captain of Dean 
Castle, Chancellor of London University, 
und was appointed British member of. the 
Venozucla and British Guiana boundary 
arbitration tribunal in 1897, He was 
Kknightod in 1880, and yas created a peor 
in 1876. 

The deceased was educated at London 
University, where he graduated Bachelor 
of Arts with classical honors. He became 
a barrister of Lincolns Inn in 1860, 
Queen's Counsel in 1872, Bencher of Lin- 
colns Inn in 1872, Recorder of Carlisle 
fron: 1878 to 1880, Solicitor-General from 
1880 fo 1885, and was Lord High Ohan- 
collor in 1886, and from 1892 to 1895. 

In politics Baron H shell was a Lib- 
cral, and he represented the city of Dur- 
ham in the House of Commons from 1874 
to 1875, He took part in the so-called 
Round Table conference on Home Rule, 
tho flrst mecting of which jas held in 
his house, and on the appointment of a 
royal commission te enquire into the 
working of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, Lord Herschel was unanimously 
cloctotl president. In 1887, during his 
“bsonce in India, Baron Herscholl -was 
elected alderman on the London County 
Council, but he declined to fill the office.

Hon. Mr, Harcourt also introduced his 
second bill in the I ature yesterd 
to supplement the revenues of the proy- 
ince. He explained the nec of this in- 
crease and justéfied thé expenditure of the 
appropriations, 99 out of every 100 of 
which had been concurred in by members 
of both sides of the House. Ibe only 
course open in this juncture is to secure 
additional revenue in an equitable y 7. 
In 1892 the Government, with this object 
in y enacted the succession duties, 
which had placed $1,000,000 In the treas- 
ury, The bill he had to propose that 
afternoon, he contended, was one which 
would work free from irritation, one 
which would commend itself to all 
classes of the community, and one that 
would readily get the support of those 
who were affected by it. ‘IT know,'' add- 
ed Mr. Harcourt, ‘‘that is the case."’ The 
United States, after 70 years’ experience, 
had been unable to evolye a basis of tax- 
ation to which no objection can be taken. 

Chartered Banks. 

The first corporation which the bill 
will affect will be the chartered banks. 
It was proposed that every bank shall 
pay a tax of one-tenth of one per cent. on 
paid-up capital ‘stock, where such does 
not exceed $2,000,000, and $25 for cvery 
$100,000 or fraction thereof of the paid-up 
capital stock in excess of $2,000,000 and 
nob exceeding $6,000,000, and $15 for 
Y $100,000 or-fraction thereof of paid- 
up stock over $$6,000,000, Every bank 
shall pay an additional tax of $100 for 
each principal office or place of business 
in the province; and $25 for each addi- 
tional office branch or agency, but no tax 
shall be levied upon amore than one office 
in‘any one municipality. 

“Tam glad,’ continued Hon. Mr, Har- 
court, ‘that the. banks .approve of this 
bill; not only of the basisof taxation, but 
of the whole bill, as it concerns them.” 
Probably the bank arrangement would 
yield the Government $40,000. 

Life Insurance, 

‘The bill proposes to tax certain insur- 
ance companies—all life Msurance com- 
panies except mutual companies. It pro- 
yides that every life’ Insurance company 
which transacts business in the city shall 
pay a tax of one per cent., and every 
other insurance company shall pay a tax 
of one-half of one percent., caleulated on 
the gross preniiums received by such com- 
pany in respect of the business transacted 
during the preceding year. 

Fire Insurance. 

The Minister explained that no differ- 
ence would be made under this bill as to 
the treatment of domestic or foreign fire 
companies. If we made a discrimination 
in favor of our Canadian offices as against 
Great Britain we should be the only 
British colony udopting such a course. In 
fact, he understood Canadians did not 
wish any discrimination clause. 

Municipal Rights Not Affected. 

‘The Minister here explained that in all 
his propositions respecting banks, rail- 
Ways, telegraph and telephone companies, 
as far as municipal assessment is con- 
cerned, they are left in precisely the same 
position as before the introduction of this 
bill. The right of a municipulity to tax 
any corporation was not affected by this 
bill. We are not changing the law. Insur- 
ance and trusts-compa were still lla- 
ble for income tax as beforo.

8,151 license. In 1885 the Seostt Act agt- 
tation Was at its height. One effect was 
immediately to reduce the number of 
licenses; in fact, a considerable area of 
the province was altogether outside the 
license law. This caused a loss to tho 
reyenue of $50,000. In 1886 further in- 
creases Were put on all licenses. Neither 
the act of 1884 nor that of 1886, raising 
the licenses, cut off one single license in 
force in those years. Nor did those acts 
stuke away from municipalities the power 
of increasing the amount of license by 
their own motion. There are two ways 
in which municipalities can raise the 
ainount of a license—by bylaws of coun- 
cil, by bylaw submitted to the electors. 
Both ate still open to municipalities if 
they desire to increase thelr revenues. 
The bill now proposed takes away no 
rights which municipalities haye in refer- 
ence to licenses, 
Licenses to Be Increased. 

Mr. Harcourt then went into details of 
the proposed increases. In cities with 
over 150,000 population wholesale dealers 
will pay an additional fee of $250; in 
cities of between 40,000 and 150,000— 
(and there are eight of them)—an in- 
creased fee of $160, and in all other cities 
an increased license fee of $100. These 
figures only refer to wholesale dealers. 

As to taverns and shop licenses in cities 
of 150,000 population the license shall 
cost $150 more than at the present time. 
In cities from 40,000 to 150,000, there 
shall be an increase on each license of 
$100, and in all other cities of $100. 
Three saloons connected with railways 
will pay an additional $150 each. Two 
hundred liconses are affected in the case 
of population over 150,000, 205 between 
40,000 and 160,000, and 278 in cities 
under 40,000. 

In Toronto the number of tayern and 
shop licenses is 200, and there are six 
wholesale dealers. Hamilton and Ottawa 
come in the second class, and there are, 
respectively, in those cities, 95 and 110 
licenses, with 11 wholesale dealers. In 
sinaller cities there are only five wholo- 
snle licenses. Henco, there are only 26 
wholesalo dealers in the proyince, The 
bill concerns only oities. 

Distilleries aud Brewerles. 

‘There are in the province eight distil- 
lovies and 67 brewerles, The bill is so 
framed that the amount of license to be 
paid will depend upon the amount of 
money invested in the business of the 
brewery or distillery. There are 86 brew- 
erles which are small, and they will not 
be affected by this bill, but continue to 

uy $250 oach. Only one small brewery 
eal complained to the department that 
the payment of $250 was harsh, 

‘The scale of increase as applied to the 
67 brewe:! |: ‘hat the loense fee will 
bo raised from $150 to $1,000, dependent 
on the amount of money inyested. The 
same principle applies to the eight dis- 
tilleries. They will pay ap increased 
amount of from $750 to $4,000, 

Will Net Over $100,000. 

The total increase of revenue Hon. 
Mr, Harcourt expects to receive annually 
by the operatien of the bill is, approxim- 
ately: $24,000 from distilleries, $16,000 
from brewerles, and from $65,000 to $70,- 
000 from shop and tavern lloenses. 

In anticipation of the objection that 
the propo: foes are higher than the 
licensees can afford to pay, Hon. Mr. Har- 
court said that in the case of Toronto, 
with its 200 lcenses, he was in a position 
to state positively, knowing the faots, 
that if the 200 licenses were to be grant- 
ed to-morrow, there would be twice 200 
people anxious to pay the inoreased fee 

)» gob the Iicense. Hon. gentlemen repre- 
senting the City of Toronto know that 
there havo been transactions of this kind 
in the city. 

Will Close No House im Toronto. 

Enlarging on this topic, the Provinolal 
Treasurer sald: ‘The iinposition of this 
increased fee will not operate in ey 
any licensed house in Toronto, Each 
tho 200 Hoense-holders, rather than give 
place to someone else, “would not only 
pay the inorement we ask, but pay it 
double, yoa, treble. In some transactions 
elht times the fee we propose has beon 
paid for a loense in Toronto. 

Much Higher in Older Places, 

“Aro we exacting too high afoo? I say 
emphatically, no.’ To prove this, Hon, 
Mr. Harcourt gavo statistics of other 
olties. Tho total reoelpts from liquor 
licenses last year in Ontario were $275,- 
000. ‘Two olties {n the Province of Que- 
peo took in # revenuo of $840,000, a 
largor revenue by $65,000 than the whole 
of Ontario. Montreal pald $810,000, To- 
ronto $76,000, or five times as muoh. 
Albany raised twice as much liquor reve- 
nuo as Toronto, with only half the popu:

Bancroft, March 2.—This pare of the 
County has had its share of the la grippe 
but it has not been so severe or 
although 


scourge, 
fatal as in most other places, 
somo of the old inhabitants, and in fact 
somo of tho younger, have beon called to 
their long home ; now, however it is much 
less prevalont,and it is hoped that it will 
be long before we have another visitation of 
such a prostrating and general malady, 
This winter like in other placee, of ¢ »urse, 
with us has been unusually severe in the 
longcontinuance of extreme cold; the lowest 
degree recorded ‘vas 41 below zero, but 
for somo weoke it was botween 20 and 40 
a great part of thetime. Our sleighing 
has been good throughout the winter, and 
we have a depth of 21 inches of snow on 
the level, aud this is of great importancs to 
tho lumber men, as it enables thom to pur- 
sue cheir occupation to advantage. 
A recent article in Tue INTELLIGENCER 
relating to Bancroft,, was referred to in 
the Madoc paper, which stated that tho 
people of this Village in the matter of 
railway communication were dreaming. 
Our Madoc friend may rest assured that 
wo are wide awake, and intend to push that 
intercourse tothe utmost extent for the 
genoral benefit of the community. The 
somnolency rests with them, if they were 
on the alert to the true intorests of the 
County they would aid Belleville to the 
utmost of their puwer to gain access to the 
immense business of the North, particu- 
larly to communicate with the regions be- 
youd the Madawaska and the Parry Sound 
Line. Tho amount of pressed hay, grain, 
pork, beef, and all shanty demands is 
enormous, and all are drawn from the 
eastward, as thore are not many settlers in 
the immediate neighborhood ; also the de- 
mand for labor calls for al the available 
men from Maynooth to Whitney, so that 
if connection wero established through, 
Madoo might recover much of its lost 
Northern trade,

Hoth Slides of the House—Many Second 


Readings Assembly Notes. 

Toronto, March & At the Legislature 
yesterday Mr. Pattullo moyed his resolu- 
tions against bonuses, loans and “exemp 
tions by munieipalities In ald of manu 
facturing concerns. He spoke for threc 
quarters of an hour, 

Mr. Pattullo, in inoving his resolu 


tions, explained that the object aimed at 
by the bill is to stop municfpal ald in 
any form, direct or indirect, to any kind 
of business, The law at present prevents 
bonusing, but permits exemptions. But 
the restriction of the bonusing powers of 
muntolpalities did not stop the evils of 
the system. ‘The practice grew up of ap- 
plying to the Legislature for special acts, 
Tho first of these was in 1893, giving the 
town of Strathroy power to grant o 
bonus where a factory had been destroyed 
by fire. Similar special acts were passed 
in the following year in reference to 
Cornwall, Kingston and Mitchell, In 
1894 the city of Hamilton was authorized 
to bonus an fron smelter and also a steel 
smelter, Preston was glyen power to loan 
money for the erection of a factory. In 
.1896 Walkerton was permitted to bonus 
a chair factory, and Wingham was given 
similar powers. The next year bonusing 
powers were given New Hamburg, Port 
Dalhousic, Preston and Thorold. In 1898 
came the turn of Berlin, Collingwood, 
Ingersoll, Walkerton and Trenton. It is 
not a function of municipal government 
to interfere between one class of business 
and another, and municipalities are not 
competent to decide what kinds of busi- 
ness do the most good, Municipal aids 
make a fetish of manufacturers for the 
peoplo to worship. Men were rewarded 
who employed cheap labor—often for 
only half the year, The system of muni- 
cipal alds is opposed to British ideas of 
equality and equal justice to all. Its 
constitutionality was doubtful, and for 
this reason: Trade and commerce belong 
exclusively to the Dominion Goyernment. 
If the Provincial Legislature can give the 
power to aid industries by gifts or exemp- 
tions, why not the power to collect duties? 
The validity of municipal bonus bonds 
was also doubtful, The bonus system has 
excited rivalry and hatred between muni- 
cipal corporations. It has done fey of 
them any good. But for this system most 
corporations would haye more industries, 
and they would have had millions of 
dollars to spend on local improyements 
and public services, Municipal aid has 
outraged the rights of labor by dragging 
workingmen from their settled homes 
and taking them at the heels of bonus- 
grabbers to other places, In the case of 
railway corporations the injury to muni- 
olpalities and to labor has amounted to 
infamy sanctioned by law. Other com- 
mercial businesses had been created by 
the increase of bonuses, the collapse that 
had followed their removal had been 
ruinous, and in the end the value of real 
estate had been depreciated. The system 
had, too, produced over-competition and 
consequently loss of capital. It had made 
incompetent men rely on bonuses instead 
of on brains and- modern methods for 
success, A survey of the industries 
would show that those who have succeed- 
ed are the ones that have not sought 
bonuses or special fayors. Galt was in- 
stanced as a case in point. The present 
em Was an artificial one; {ts abolition 
would lead industries into natural chan- 
nels, After adverting to the case of To- 
ronto, he said the question is not a local 
one, but a national one. It inyolves the 
future stability and growth of Canadian 
industries. No manufacturer is safe. It 
has frightened capital, ‘‘Our manufactur- 
ers are now prosperous. They can well 
afford to take their sharo of taxation.” 
Concluding, Mr. Pattullo said; ‘Special 
legislation has injured the Legislature, 
lowering its methods of work. The House 
is not taken seriously by the municipali- 
tles. We are regarded as law breakers, not 
as law makers; as co-operating burglars, 
helping municipalities to rob the homes 
of others,’’ 
Endorsed by Toronto Members, 

Mr. G. KF. Marter (North Toronto) 
spoke in favor of the resolutions. 

Dr. Pyne (Kast Toronto) said that if 
the passing of these resolutions would 
stop undue competition he should be 

lad, and with the hope that it would 
have this effect he should support them, 
Endorsed by Mr. Ress. 

Hon. G. W. Ross, whilst admitting 
that the subject involyed economic diffi- 
culties, made a speech favorable to the 
resolutions. The subject had come before 
the House none too soon, Ontario was 
not now in her infant days, when it was 
deemed necessary to ald industrial con- 
cerns. Much money had thus been wast- 
ed. If the House agreed to these resolu- 
tions many munieipalitles would saye 
large expenditures from which they are 
now recelying no benefit. Skill and in- 
telligence should be fostered, but not by 
bonuses. Agrioulturists received no bonus 
and other industries might be placea in 
the same category. In conclusion Mr. 
Ross congratulated Mr, Pattullo on the 
sble manner in which he had brought 
this important matter before the House,

Mr. Conmeo (West Algoma) said he 
thought it was going too far to try and 
dragoon the people that they should not 
do what they deemed fit.

We have gone far enough with 
the bonus system. At the same time I 
shall oppose the resolution, for I think 
the newer sections of the province ought 
to havo the same opportunities for growth 
and development as the glider.

HABITS OF THE HORSE, 


Fear of Wolves, Speed of Colts and 
Habit of Shying, 


Another animal which, when in a stata 
of nature, lives in droves is the horse, It 
is almost as defenseless as the sheep, and 
when a herd of wild horses is attacked by 
wolves there is no escape but in fight. In 
its wild state the horse’s natural habitat 
is on the open plains, not in mountainous 
regions, but on the steppes of Asia, and 
when attacked by wolves its only safsty 
lies in its superior speed. If the young 
foal were not as swift as its parents, it 
would fall an easy prey to the pursuer, and 
s0, within a few generations, the wild 
horse might be utterly destroyed by its 
enemies. The curious thing is that the 
foal 1s quite as swift as its parents, When 
one looks at it, even in its domesticated 
condition, it seems to be all legs, and one 
is surprised to see how easily the slight 
body is borne along on those long legs be- 
side the mother, even when she is running 
at her swiftest rate. In that fact lies the 
safety of the wild horse from destruction, 
and the thousands of generations in which 
that useful animal has been domesticated 
have brought no change in the peculiar 
conformation of the foal’s limbs, though 
it is no longer needed for its original pur- 
pose. 

Another curious thing is that one of the 
faults of the horse of which we are apt tc 
complain—we mean the habit of shying— 
isa surylyal of an old habit which was 
useful and necessary when its ancestorg 
were still roaming wild upon the plains, 
‘Then eyery horse was constantly on the 
outlook for an enemy, and it did not look 
only with one eye. It habitually kept 
turning its ear in all directions, so as to 
catch tho slightest sound which should in. 
dicate the presence of danger. Not only 
when a wolf was seen did the herd take 
flight. Any sound, as of the wolf break: 
ing through the long grass, caused on in- 
stantancous stampede, and something of 
that habit still survives. The horse sel- 
dom fears the objects which it sees un- 
less they appear suddenly, but the sudden 
appearance of some light thing driven by 
the wind or somo slight sound that per- 
haps may not be heard by his master may 
cause an instant and involuntary shy, 
such as the poor brute would instinctively 
make if he were still wild upon the plains, 
How unjust it is and how utterly stupid 
to justify his terror by whipping him for 
such a fault! Todo so is to make hin 
only so much the reader to shy sgatn, .ro- 
meombering—iand he is sure to remember 
—that, evon if there has been no reason 
for his involuntary shying, there is some- 
thing to dread immodiately afterward. 
Tho only sensiblo way to deal with this 
remnant of wildness in the domesticated 
horse 1s to stop and Jet him feol that there 
is nothing to fear and so break down tho 
remnant of his olt and perfectly natural 
habit of fright from possible danger. —Our 
Animal Friends.

Must Live Up to Agroement. 

Mr. German referred to the general 
interest in the question and the discus- 
sions thereon in the press, He disclatmed 
any desire to in any way injure the Can- 
adian Niagara Power Company, which 
had for six years hela a monopoly of the 
water power of Niagara Falls. He wished 
for olectrical power development to the 
greatest extent, but if the company was 
not prepared to fulfil its part of the agree- 
ment with the Goyernment he wished 
the contract to terminate. This had been 
his position from the beginning. The 
hon. member then recited the clauses of 
the agreement, one of which is that the 
company pay to the commissioners of the 
Queen Victoria Niagara Falls Park 4 
rental of $25,000 for the exclusive use of 
the water for development purposes. The 
wisdom of this arrangement he would 
not discuss, but he would say that the 
agreement had not proyed a beneficial 
one for the proyince, owing to this mon- 
opoly clause. If the company had carried 
ont this agreement according to its spirit 
—if they had expended a considerable 
amount of money—if they had shown a 
bona fide intention to develop power— 
this discussion and demand would never 
have arisen. It was the fact, however, 
that the company had practically done 
nothing, and, from present appearances, 
did not intend to do anything, but sim- 
ply to tle up all the Niagara Falls power. 


It was stated by the company that they 
bad expended a yery considerable sun of 
money. The best answer to this would be 
eowireonal _yisit to the spot. If anyone 


to cancel the entire agreement. He read 
the clause which the courts had held con- 
stituted a monopoly, and said he was of 
opinion that to invalidate the monopoly 
clause would necessarily involve the for- 
feiture of the agreement, We must be in 
the position, if i¢ comes within our 
power, to abolish this monopoly. The 
company, however, still had tho oppor- 
tunity to comply with tho terms of the 
agreement. Failing this, what everybody 
desires is that at the earliest possible 
yioment the Government shall cancel the 
monopoly clause. Nothing has becn given 
away by the Goyernment, unless it can 
be proyed that the agreement unanimous- 
ly sanctioned by this House was a bad 
bargain. This was not the opinion of Sir 
Oliver Mowat, the then Attorney- 
General, nor of Sir William Meredith, 
the then leader of the Opposition. It ap- 
peared em{nently fair to the House, as, in 
fact, the matter was almost a question of 
speculation on the part of the company. 
The Coou Comes Down. 

Col. Matheson (South Lanark) said 
that the speech of the Attorney-General 
differed from the answer he gave the hon. 
member for Welland a few days ago. 

Hon. Mr. Hardy—No; not at all. 

Col. Matheson dissented. The two 
speeches were very different. It was evi- 
dent that the Goyernment had come 
down from its former position. ‘‘The 
coon has come down,"’ added the Colonel, 
and the Honse laughed.

Italy's Move in China Said to Be 
Backed by Great Britain. 


Lhe Open Door Policy to Be Supplauted 
by a Polloy of Partition, or “Spheres 
of Influence'’—One Diplomatic Agent 
Said to Have Suggested International 


Contro} of China—Italian Government 





Acknowledges Hor Movement. 


Pekin, March 4.—The demand of the 
Italian Government upon the Govern- 
ment of China for a lease of Sanmun Bay 
asa coaling station and naval base on 
the aame conditions as those under which 
Germany holds Kiaochou Bay, includ 
ing a demand upon the part of Italy for 
tho concession of three islands off the 
coast of the Province of Chekiang, with 
tho right to construct railroad from 
Sanmun Bay to Poyang Lake, and pref 
erential miining and — railroad rights 
within a sphere of influence covering the 
southern two-thirds of Chekiang Prov- 
Ince, has caused great exoltement here, 
not only among the Chinese, but also 
among the diplomats. The Chineso are 
firmly convinced that Great Britain is 
chiefly responsible for the Italian de- 
mand, and that {t was made in order to 
omphasize Great Britain's displeasure ab 
the turn which the Northern Ratlroad 
question has taken. Th y declare in proof 
of this assertion that Great Britain has 
dotermined upon a sphere of action, and 
the abandonment of the ‘open door"’ 
polloy. ‘ho diplomatists openly say that 

tho new development is the beginning of 
a policy of partition upon the part of the 
powers. The agent of a great power, dur- 
ing a conversation, 1s said to have sug- 
gestod that the moment had now arrived 
for internatlonal control of Cnina, and it 
was added that if the policy of the 
“spheres of influence" should he really 
Inaugurated, the United States would be 
expected to have a say in the matter; 
and he further sald that there were indl- 
cations that America would be likely to 
prefer the Province of Pechill, 
Confirmed the Keport. 

Rome, March 4.--In the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday Admiral de Canevard, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, replying to 
a question on the subject, confirmed the 
report that the Government is taking 
steps at Pekin to secure a lease of San- 
mun Bay, Province of Chekiang, China, 
and has given notice of its intention to 
the other nations interested in China, all 
of whom, the Minister said, were friend- 
ly to the Government's project. 

Will Hold China to Terms. 

London, March 4.—Tho Daily Graphic 
announces that the British Minister to 
China, Sir Claude Macdonald, acting 
upon Lord Salisbury's instructions, has 
notifled the Tsong Li Yamen (Chinese 
Foreign Office) that Great Britain will 
hold China to the terms of the contract 
‘on the recent railway loan, and will also 
support her in resisting any aggression 
intended to force her to. repudiate her 
obligations under that contract. As the 
result of British action, according to The 
Daily Graphic, Anglo-Russian negotia- 
tions bave been resumed, with the pros- 
pect of an amicable arrangement. 





The Queen and France. 

London, March 4 —The papers yester- 
day are showing uneasiness at threats of 
certain French papers that if the Queen 
visits France at this time she can expect 
to be the victim of outrages. Lho Times 
says that if apy unfortunate incidonts 
ocour, England will know where to place 
the blame. 


Spanish Officers in Prison. 


Madria, March 4,—Admiral Montojo, 
who was in command of the Spanish 
squadron destroyed by Admiral Dewey 
ip the battle of Manila Bay, and the 


commander of the Cavite arsenal, were 
last evening incarcerated in the military 
prison pending trial for their conduct at 
Manila. The Government has also ordered 
the prosecution of General Linares, who 
was in sipreme command of the Spanish 
forces at Santiago at the time of the cap- 
itulation to Gen. Shafter.

heartened as the result of the recent 
actions. ~ Many companies of the insurg- 
ents haye retired, because their officers 
skulk and won't lead their men.

A Layman Discusses a Divi- 
sion Court Judgment. 





How to Estimate the Value of a 
Debtor's Cnattels, 


To the Editor of Tur INTRLLIGENCER, 

I have occasionally notized in the Coun- 
ty press written decisions of County Jud- 
ges, givon, I have supposed, that the gen 
eral public may know what tho law is on 
certain points. When the decisions are on 
matters within their jurisdiction only, and 
not appealable, it becomes» increasingly 
important that the public should be in- 
formed, as a largo share of suits are in the 
Division Courts where tho learned Junior 
Judge of this County has very nearly ap- 
proaching absolute power. His dvcisions 
are therefore important, A decision ona 
question of exemptions lately is in that 
fino. In the 6th Division Court here some 
two months since, a defence was made to 
a seizure by 4 bailift on the ground of ex- 
emption, under the ‘* Execution Ac‘,” by 
sub-section 6 of section 2 of aid act, which 
defines as exemptions ‘*Tools and imple- 
ments of or chattels ordinarily usod in the 
debtor's occupation to the value of $100.” 
Several witnesses swore the value of said 
goods was under $80 and half as many 
that they were worth more than double 
thatsum. The learned Junior Judge re- 
served his decision. After about two 
months’ consideration he handed in a 
aomewhat lengthy decision in which the 
learned Judge decided that the higher 
valuation should be allowed. The point 
that ia important to the general public is 
here, in which he states the basis on which 
adebtor’s goods and chattels should be 
valaed under the ‘'Execution Act.” TI 
quote his words; ‘The value of these 
articles is to be estimated upon the basis, 
what are they worth to the claimant, 
NOT WHAT THEY WOULD BRING AT A WAIL- 
IVF S SALE, OR WHAT THEY MAY BE WORTH 
TO ANYONE ELSE. ‘These articles are those 
on the defendent’s farm in his own use, 
AND HE COULD NOT GET ALONG WITHOUT 
THEM.” The small capitals are mine, To 
the ordinary lay mind, to say the least, 
this appears peculiar. The logical conclu- 
siop, from a layman's standpoint, would 
be that, being poor, I buy some second- 
hand tools and implements at @ public sale 
for $30, and these are used in place of 
others that 1am nod able to bay worth 
$100/'then their value is $100! And then 
thisgs strengthened by the learned Junior 
Judge's written reasons that I ‘‘can’t get 
along without them,” which logically 
would also do away with the su posed ob- 
jeot of tho Exemption Law, which, was 
for the purpose of giving the poor man a 
chance to make a living for himself 
and fainily. And a new lesson in legal 
ethics is taught in the apparent paradox 
that the poorer you are the more valuable 
aro your assets, and the greater the poor 
man's extremity, tho stronger the legal 
right to take what he has. Of courae this 
isthe law, for so has His Honor the 
learned Junior Judge decided, and not 
being learned in the law, I bow to the de- 
cision, as will no doubt all who believe in 
tho ability, legal acumen and common 
sense of all County Court Judges, evan 
if they have to quote the old Latin phrase 
by way of mental reservation, ‘ Cred 
quia absurdum,” charitably giving the in- 
terpretation, I bolieve, because—I can't 
comprehend the reasons given.

Washington, Maroh 6,—Funoral sery 
joes over the remains of the late Lord 
Farrer Herschell were held in St. John's 
Episcopal Church at 5.16 o'clock on Sat- 
urday afternoon, The services, which 
were conducted by Rev. Dr. Mackay- 
Smith, included the reading of the Kplx- 
copal burial ritual, tho singing of the 
hymns, ‘Days and Moments Quickly 
Flying,’’ and ‘‘Asloop in Josus,'’ by « 
double quartette, and the rendition of 
Chopin’s Funeral March upon the organ. 
Tho attendance at the services was ono of 
the most notable that has ever gathered 
in Washington on such a sad occasion, 

At a little after 5 o’clook President 
McKinley, the Mintste of his Cabinet, 
Seorotary Hu Secretary Gago, Seorotary 
Algor. Secretary Long, Secretary Hitch- 
ary Wilson and Postmaster- 
dmory Smith, entered the church, 
audionce rising. They were shown to 
seats in front of the church next to the 
chancel rail, In their immediate rear 
Were scuted the members of the United 
States Supreme Court, headed by Chief 
Justice Fuller, and the members of the 
joint high commission, of which Lord 
Hersoholl was president, Directly opposite 
wore seated the members of tho diplo- 
matio corps, headod by Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, and to their right -many officers of 
high rank in the army, tho navy and 
marine corps in full dress uniforms. The 
body of the church was ocoupled by Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress and 
distinguished citizens of Washington. 

‘The serylee was a yery linpressive one 
and lasted nearly an hour. The church 
wus opened shortly before 8 o'clock for 
tho reception of floral offerings, which 
wore as notable for elegance as they were 
in number. Particularly beautiful was 
tho tribute of the Anglo-American high 
joint commission. It consisted of a wreath 
of palms, which was massed red and 
white roses and calla lilies, Extending 
upward from the base of the wreath were 
the British and American flags, entwined 
with crepe and grepetuly looped bows of 
purple ribbon lay between them. The 
offerings sent from the Hxeoutive 
Mansion and the British embassy were 
eomsplenously beautiful. Numerous 
Wias-us of ivy and fragrant violots were 
among the tributes which lay upon and

Sixteen were found 
on the rocks near the shore, and it is 
feared that others were precipitated into 
the sea. A yehicle moving along a road 
near the sea was lifted bodily into the | 
water by the force of the explosion, two 
of Its oceupants being drowned. ‘The 
sceno at the village of La Goubran was 
appalling. The cries of the wounded 
were agonizing, and the people were 
almost frantic. Telegrams from Nice say 
the explosion was distinctly felt there. 





WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY, 





Marconi to Mstablish the System Be- 
tween Great Brituin and France, 


London, March 6.—Great interest was 
excited at the meeting of the Society of 
Floctrical Engincers on Thursday night 
by Signor Marconi’s wireless telegraphy 
demonstration, He sent a message frem 
one end of the hall to the other by means 
of a small apparatus. He said that opera- 
tions had been in progress daily for 
months between the south foreland and 
the lightship at the Hast Goodwins, 
showing that on no single occasion had 
communication been interrupted, despite 
all sorts of bad weather. Messages be- 
‘tween the Queen at Osborne and the 
Prince of Wales on the royal yacht had 
been transmitted, in some instances for a 
distance of eight miles over land. Inter- 
voning hills, although 800 feet higher 
thar the vertical wire at Osborne, offered 
no obstacle. 

During his lecture Signor Marconi re-. 
colved a note conyeying the permission 
of the French Goyernment to establish 
2m between Folkestone and Bou- 
ignor Marcont states that vertical 
wires, rising to a height of 114 feot, will 
be sufficient to ensure communication be- 
faveen the two consts.

ING IN HASTINGS, 


Ottawa Men Make an Import- 
ant Discovery, 


The Capital City is Excited Over Our 
Mineral Wealth, 


Ottawa Free Press: Mr. John B. King, 
of New York, and a party of American 
capitalists, returned from Hastings County 
yesterday, having spent a couple of days in 
Madoc, Tudor and Lake townships, view- 
ing lead and zinc deposits, 

The **Hollondia” mino in Tudor town- 
ship, they say, is being extonsively dovel- 
oped by its Beigium owners, and 300 tons 
of lend are being shipped to Belgium this 
week. 

: The Wallbridges, of Toronto, are work- 
ing their hematite iron deposits on an 
extensive scale, and are taking out 100 
tons of oreaday. This is being sent to 
tho Hamilton smelters, and yielding profit, 

‘Tho syndicate ropresented by Mr. King 
has secured an option on several proper- 
ties, which will be opened up on a large 
sonlo. Tha ** Catherine” mine, situated 
on the sa @ stratum as the Hollondia, 
abont three miles distant, covers mineral 

rights of over 300 acros, ‘Tho work done 
50 far has exposed o true fissure vein of 
remarkable characteristics, and shows at a 
depth of 20 fect ore matter three foot wide 
and widening with the depth. The assays 
of lead range from 70 to 85 per cent. puro 
ore. The ‘*Catherine” is aaid to be a 
Froinising proposition. Last week a vein 
of zinc was discovered lying alongsiie the 
lead vein and quite as clearly defined, It 
is noparated from the lend by nw thin wall 
of calcite. Tho zinc samples havo assayed 
as high as 80 per cent, 

The calcite will be valuablo for fluxing 
purposes, reducing the cost cf smolting. 

This ia tho first discovery of zino in 
Hastings county, although its presence in 
tho mineral bolt was referred to about 25 
years ago ina paper read by 'T. Oampbell 
Wallbridge before tho Royal Geological 
nocloty of London.

DIRECT TAXATION, 


THE NEW TAX BILL 





The Government that boasts of having 
over $5,000,000 of a surplua in the trea 
sury has brought down and laid before 
Parliament a new acheme which has for its 
object the taking from the pockets of tho 
people directly some hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually, apparently from now 
sources of taxation, but to a great extent 
the taking from municipalities and giving 
to the Government. uns 
For years past the policy of depriving 
municipalities of certain moneys, which 
used to go into their various treasuries, and 
handing it over to the Government, has 
beon practised. The present schome is but 
au enlargement of that practice, At first 
sight it would appear that the proposed 
mode of raising the additional money is by 
imposing a tax upon institutions which in 
tho past have not borne their share of tho 
exponses of the Provincial Government. 
Such, however, is not the fact, as will be 
seon by the views of those who know. Tho 
Mail and Empire has secured the opinion 
of those well informed as to what the effect 
of the new scheme will be upon the people, 
particu’arly in cities and towns. : 

Upon being questioned, Mr. Fleming, 

Assessment Oommissioner of Toronto, 
said ; 

“Tm surprised that such aman as Mr, 
Harcourt should think of such a measure. 
It bits us hard, and if carried out it will 
cut millions off our assessment rolis. At 
present the total incomes of insurance, 
trast, and loan companies have ben as- 
sessed at their head offices. Torontois « 
leading head office centre, and asa result 
a large amount {s placed upon oor roll. If 
it is enacted that incomes drawn from 
outside of this city, where the head offices 
are located, are not to to assessed by us, 
we will suffer heavily, because most of the 
income is drawn from outside. 2 

‘Under the present arrangement,” con- 
tinued Mr, Fleming. “when head offices of 
the Oanada Life come here the income of 
about $650,C09 per year is added to our 
asseesment roll, Under the proposed new 
arrangement only the portion of the in- 
come at present arawn from this city will 
be liable to assessment. 

“Then take the case of the Confedera- 
tion Life Association. The income now 
on our list fs $223,029, and the at bulk 
of itis drawn from outside of Toronto. 
Yes, Mr. Hercourt’s bill will strike To- 
ronto hard.” 





“Mr. Forman, Assistant Assessment 
“Commissioner, agreed that ‘Toronto 


“would suffer seriously if the bill were put 
“in force. It certainly will be hard on 
‘*Toronto, as will be seen from a purtial 
‘list. The many companies having head 
‘* offices in Toronto add to the assessment 
‘*roll nearly $1,500,000,” all of which ‘To- 
ronto will be robbed of if this Bill becomes 
law ; and the amount of taxes which would 
be collected upon this $1,500,000 will have 
to be raised upon an increased assessment 
upon real property. 

The Life Assurance companies are also 
to be fleeced to no small extent, and the 
municipalities of the revenue derived from 
these sources, ‘'I think,” sald Mr. James 
F. Junkin, general manager of the Manu- 
facturers’ Life Insurance Company, ‘‘the 
tax on life insurance companies excessive. 
One-quarter of one per cent. of the pre- 
mium income would be an outside figure, 
but anything in excess of that goes beyond 
fair taxation, = 

“Take fire insurance companies, for in- 
stance,” said Mr. Junkin, * they are pro- 
prietory institutions, and can raise their 
rates at any time if the exigencies of the 
case demand it. In the case of life insur- 
ance companies such a recourse is barred. 
Their contracts have already been made 
for a stated number of years, and at a fixed 
price. The premium money was simply 
taken in trust from the people.” 

The income tax levied on the Manu- 
facturera’ Life by the City of Toronto is 
$742.39. Under the new bill the company 
will be called upon to pay an annual tax of 
about $2,500, 

Mr, Junkin gave it’ as his impression 
that the bill would do away with all 
municipal taxation on income of incorpor- 
ated financial companies. 

Mr. E. W, Cox, of the Canada Life, 
thought tho new bill would bear heavily on 
tho municipalities. It will hit Toronto 
hard. ‘The new bill will do away,” said 
Mr. Cox, ‘' with the possibility of being 
taxed on the income received at the head 
office. It will abolish the existing tax’ on 
the income of incorporated companies,” 
So far as Mr. Cox could see, it was simply 
a readjustment of taxes, Under the now 
Act the company will be paying the money 
to the Government instead of to the 
municipality in which the head office is 
situated. 

Those opinions might be multiplied to 
almost any extent, but enough has been 
quoted to show what the effect upon the 
income of the municipalities will be under 
the now law, when enforced, which loss 


will have to be recouped from additional 
taxes levied upon property holders. 

The next step, no doubt, will be to take 
the Railways under the wing of this oxtra- 
vagant Government, and deprive munici- 
palities of what they now receive from 
thene corporacions in tho way of taxation, 

Poople ere long will duly appreciate the 
Government which boasts of » huge sur- 
plus and yet piles on direct taxes, 

‘The Hardy Government was cunningly 
wise in refusing to tell the people what 
wes coming until after the byo-elections 
were over. Such disingenuousness, how- 
evor, cannot last forever.

The eggs are soft and about as 
large as duck eggs. They hatch out in 21 
days. The little alligators are five or six 
inches long when they come from the 
shell. Alligator eggs cannot be kept. 
They wither and dry to almost nothing.—

Now York, March 7,—The third-class 
British cruiser Talbot, commanded by 
Captain Gamblo, arrived here yesterday 
from Bormuda and anchored in the Up- 
per Bay. ‘Lhe Talbot was ordered here to 
transport the body of Lord Herschell to 
England. The cruiser was met at quar- 
antine by the United States revenue out- 
ter Manhattan and escorted to her anchor- 
age, just south of Liberty Island, by the 
cutter, 

As soon as the cruiser let go her anchor 
the Manhattan came alongside, and Peroy 
Sanderson, the British consul-general at 
New Yerk, boarded the cruiser. He was 
recelyed at the sido of the ship by Cap- 
tuin Gamble. In the meantime vhe guns 
of the cruiser began to boom for the in- 
ternational salute, which was answered 
by the saluting battery on Governor’s 
Island. 

The Talbot will take on coal and water 
this morning, and leave port about 11 
o'clock. 

The remains of the late Lord Her- 
schol will arrive oyer the Pennsylvania 
road at 6.80 this morning. A room has 
been prepared on board the cruiser to re- 
ceive the remains. «

Toronto, March 7.—The Legislature 
sat for a very short time yesterday, and 
the proceedings were mostly routine.

Mr. Pardeo's, to authorize and confirm a 
deed of agreement between the Toronto 
General Trusts Company and the Trusts 
Corporation of Ontario, and to unite the 
companies under the name of The To- 
ronto General Trusts Corporation. 

In reply to Mr. J. S. Duff (West Sim- 
coe), Hon, Mr. Dryden said the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture authorized the pub- 
lication of the report entitled ‘‘The Newer 
Districts of Ontario.’’ The cost of publi- 
cation of 1,000 coptes was $130, Mr. Dun- 
can Anderson received $460 for services 
rendered in connection with the compila- 
tion. 

Shooting Pe» “Yhilo in the Water. 

In reply to Dr. Pyne (Kast Toronto), 
Hon. Mr. Gibson said that 8,000 ciroulars 
were sent from the office of the chief 
game warden, soliciting answers to & 
series of questions as to shooting deer 
while in the water. All who had taken 
out licenses to shoot deer in 1897 were 
thus consulted. Not more than 600 or 
600 replies were received, and the answers 
given were yery conflicting. The commis- 
sioners, after discussing the subject, and 
haying in view the strong views held by 
a large number of people, had come to the 
conclusion that the prohibition of shoot- 
ing deer whilst in water should be re- 
pealed. It is satisfactory to know that the 
reyenue the department receives 
deer shooting licenses is more than the 
amount expended in the administration 
of the law. Much had been done in im- 
proying the laws for the preservation of 
game. ‘To enforce those laws more vigor- 
ously would entail additional expense. 
There had been since the laws were put 
in operation a considerable increase in the 
number of deer. Some years ago there 
was danger of extinotion, but these fears 
had vanished. So great had been the in- 
crease of deer in the eastern seotion of the 
province that he had hopes there might 
be an open season for moose in 1900, 
Other fur-bearing animals were also in- 
creasing, through the operation of the 
gamo laws. A bill was in preparation by 
the Government which would be more or 
leas a revision of the present act. Hxperi- 
ence had shown the need of revision, and 
the commissioners thought the act might 
be usefully amended.

The Secretary of the Foreign Ofice 


States Britain's Side. 


London, March 8.—The Parliamentary 
Beoretary of the Foreign Office, Right 
Hon. William St. John Broderiok, an- 
swering a question in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, gaye a different complex- 
fon to tho Muscat incident than the 
version of the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs.

FIFTY-FOUR WERE KILLED, 





Faneral of the Victims of tho Toulen 
Powder Explosion Disaster. 


Toulon, March 8.—The funeral of the 
victims of the powder magazine explosion 
took place yesterday and was attended by 
enormous crowds of people, the funeral 
procession extending two Kilometres, A 
dozen cars carried the 61 coffins, The 
Minister of Marine, M. Lockroy, and 
many Government and local. officials fol- 
lowed the remains to tho cemetery. 

The deaths resulting from the explosion 
number 54, and 180 persons were injured. 
The reports that the catastrophe was the 
result of a crime are renewed. 

The Petit Journal asserts that a fuse 
five feet long has been found in the ruins 
of the magazine. 

M. Lockroy, Minister of Marine, in the 
course of an interview had with him by 
@ representative of The Gaulols, said that 
none of the theories advanced were ad- 
falasible. ‘‘Imprudenoce on the part of the 

rsonnel,’’ he added, ‘was impossible, 

the explosions ocourred several hours 
after the gates had been closed, Lhe heat- 
ing theory, too, is unsound, as the tem- 
ture of the building was alyyays low 
toa the air dry.’’ .

FOUND IN A HEAP. 


Five Men Nearly Suffocated by the Fames 
ef Gas in a Tank at the Sarnia 
Oll Werks. 


Sarnia, Ont., March 8.—Shortly after 
7 o'clock yesterday morning Archie Gal- 
loway, who is foreman over a gang of 
men at the Imperial Ol] Company’s 
Works here, ordered some of thv men 
under his instruction to clear out one of 
the oil tanks in the company’s yards at 
thelr works in the fourth ward. James 
McCue procecded down into the huge 
tank. When he reached the bottom he was 
seen by his fellow employes to fall down. 

Another workman named John Carter 
went down to rescue McCue, but no 
sooner reached the bottom of the tank 
than he too was overcome by the fumes 
of the gas. 

Foreman Galloway was the next to 
attempt the rescue of the men and he 
shared the same fate as the preceding two 
mon. 

Henry Willis then came to the unfopt- 
unate men’s resoue, but he too was dver- 
coine, 43 was also another em ploye named 
William Brimbs. \ 

Boilermakers Sent For. 

By this time the alarm had been given 
that sorne men were being smothered in 
a still, and 4 gang of men from tho 
boiler shops were soon on the scene anid 
proccoded to tear the covering from the 
mammoth still to allow the gas to 
escape and thereby make it safe for men 
to descend into the still. 

Before this work was completed Wil- 
liam MoOne 1°“ ypted to go down tho 
ladder, but wuen halfway down, fell 
himself, being overcome, and climbed to 
the top as fast as he could. He was pull- 
ed out of the still just in the nick of time 
and went into a swoon as soon as he 
reached the ground. 

Found Them in a Heap. ‘ 

After the covering had been torn away 
and the gas allowed to escape, other om- 
ployes descended into the still, and tho 
filye men, Who were lying ina heap at 
the bottom of the still, wore hoisted to 
the surface with ropes, and were taken 
to the wax department of the company's 
works, where all that was possible was 
done for the unfortunate mon. 

Dootors Logic and Johnston ~ were 
hastily summoned. The medical men 
worked over the poor fellows from that 
time until after 8 o'olook in the after- 
noon, and their afforts to roylye thelr 
patients and counteract the effects of the 
gas were finally successful in the cases of 
three of the men. About half-past 3 
o'clock the physicians considered the three 
men, Galloway, Willis and MoCue, suffic- 
ently recovered to be able to return wo 
their homes.

OLD MAHOGANY DISEASF 
It Begins With a Chest of Drawers 
and Makes Trouble For Families, 


“A friend of mine who has been too 
busy with the problem of Ways and means 
to pay much attention to the adornment 
of his house asked me yesterday to select 
for him a good piece of colonial mahog- 
any, as he wanted to haye one such piece 
in his house, and I declined to do so until 
I had explained to him tho cost,’’ sald a 
scenic artist whose house is one of the 
show places in a town near New York. 
“‘T knew that his furniture was oak and 
upholstered stuff, and that just so sure as 
ho placed with it a good example of old 
mahogany his troubles would begin. The 
mahogany would kill his oak, and in 
course of time it would mean the refur 
nishing of his house. 

“His was a case of ignorance being 
bliss, and I did not propose to upset his 
household. I have seen tho old mahogany 
disease work its way into many house- 
holds, and in many cases the results huye 
been disastrous. Tull about haying a 
mortgage on your house, why, that {@ 
nothing compared to the annoyance of 
finding that you have a lot of modern oak 
furniture on your hands too good to throw 
away when you have once begun to col- 
loot old pieces.

Wo moyed to New 
York, leaving behind as muoh of our oak 
furniture as we could, but when wo got 
settled here we found around us a lot of 
it which was too good to give away and 
which we could not sell. 

"IT had picked up by this time a few old 
pieces of mahogany, and themore I 
studied them the more I despised my oak. 
Thon I built my house, and I was foroed 
to move some of those pieces into it. T 
haye been crowding them out by degrees 
ever since, howeyer, and now I haven't got 
one modern oak piece left. In the mean- 
time I have watched friends struggle with 
their modern furniture after they had 
picked up an old piece or two, and thely 
troubles have been like mine. When my 
friend asked mo yosterday to solect an old 
piece for him, I told him what I have told 
you, and I said that if after thinking it 
over for a wook he still wanted to make 
the plunge I would help him, Ho will 
probably want to begin on an old chest of 
drawers, for that is usually the opening 
wedge, and then old andirons, tables with 
claw foot and corner cabinets will follow, 
concluding with chairs, and the latter 
will keep him poor for tho rest of his life. 
It's like the opium habit, and you can’t 
shake it off.’’

Mr. Whitney (Dundas) said that until 
he had considered the provisions of the 
Dill ho could not deal with it as fully as 
he might haye occasion to do later. Noi- 
thor he nor tho House was unaware that 
Mr. Crawford, the member for West ‘To- 
ronto, had « bill before the House of a 
sinilar nature, though going further 
than the Government bill apparently 
does. From the brief statement of the 
Attorney-General, he concluded that Mr. 
Crawford's bill was broader and gener- 
ally more desirable than the one now in- 
troduced on the part of the Government. 
There Is one good feature in both the bill 
of Mr. Crajyford and that of the Attorney- 
Goneral—the simplifying of procedure for 
recoyery of compensation for injuries. Ho 
saw no reason why the same effort should 
not be successfuky made to simplify all 
legal procedure.

The onus System Debate.

He considered that excep- 
tional cireumstances more than those 
stated in the bill should be considered in 
caso of applications for bonuses, He 
thought that to lay down a hard and fast 
line that no bonuses should be granted 
was to go further than the Legislature 
intended in the act now on the statute 
hook.

Mr. H. Carscallen (Hast Hamilton) 
spoke in favor of the amendment, ‘The 
adoption of Mr. Pattullo’s resolution 
would be productive of yery little good. 
Ib was a hardship to deprive municipalt- 
ties of the power to judge of the propricty 
of granting 1 bonus which they ould 
have to pay. Such a provision as the yote 
of two-thirds of the ratepayers would be 
a safeguard in such cases. 

Dr. MoKay (North Oxford) pointed out 
that smallor places would be handicapped 
by tho olty of Loronto with its millions! 
worth of yacant property, whioh would 
bo offered firma at & nominal rental in 
liou of bonus, and moved an amendment 
to the mmondmoent, that questions of 
bonus, loans, or oxomptions be submitted 
to ratepayers to be decided by a two 
thirds majority, and that such bonus, 
lown or exemption be not for the purpose 
of alding any manufactory or industry 
where  slinilar ono oxists.

THE HOSPITALS. 








Summary of Contents of a Very Interest- 
ing Legislative Beport. 


One of tho most interesting reports laid 
on the table at this session of the Legis- 
lature is that containing statistics and 
information regarding the hospitals. The 
work done by the hospitals in Ontario 
during 1898 surpasses all previous years 
in their history, the number of patients 
treated having been 21,828, an increase 
of 2,211 over any prelvous year, while 
the death rate was greatly decreased, be- 
ing 1,129, or about five per cent. of the 
causes treated. This is the lowest death 
rate yet reached in the province, The 
number of hospitals receiving Govyern- 
ment aid is 48, Three were placed on the 
list during the year: St. Luke’s, Ottawa; 
General Hospital, Cornwall; Orthopedio 
Hospital, Toronto. 

The grant of the Government was 
formerly 80 cents per day, but this has 
been changed to a yearly grant of $110,- 
000, which is divided among the various 
hospitals according to the work done. 

‘How lofig the Legislature will oon- 
tinue to grant ald it is diffloult to aay,’ 
says the report, ‘‘but 16 is natural to 
suppose that as theso institutions besome 
more nearly self-supporting by fees, pri- 
vate contributions, ote., the Government 
grant will become less."

The Bailiff, the Plaintiff and other re- 
spectable witnesses fairly gave their evi- 
dence in the matter and showed that pro- 

erty of sufficient value was loft with the 
defendant in compliance with the Statute 
in this respect. 

The value of these artic'es is to be 
estimated upon the basis :—What are they 
worth to the Olaimant? Not what they 
would bring at Bailiff's salo or what _they 
may be worth to anyone else. These 
articles are there on the defendant's farm, 
in his nse, and he could not get along with- 


-outthom. The debtor and his witnesses 


placed a very low value upon the most of 
these articles. It would be curious to note 
what value they would place upon them in 
a suit, for instance, of wrongful conver- 
sion. I think the evidonce shows the 
waggon to be worth $30 ; horse-rake, $10; 
steel plow, $8 ; harrow, $12 ; sleigh, $25 ; 
fanning mill, $20, and other small articles 
used in and about the promises in his 
occupation vs a farmer, $10 at least, Kven 
Mr. Wood adyances $150 on these arcicles 
and including the horses about two years 
yrior to the date of seizure, and renewed 
iis Chattol Mortgage in full only 4 year 
and a few days prior to seizure. 

Iam of opinion that goods to the value 
of $100.00 wore left on the premises as re- 
quired by the Statute of Uxemptions, and 
tho horses aro therefore liable on this 
ground to seizure to apply upon the plain- 
tiff's claim, 

I theréfore find the gooda in tho Intor- 
pleader Summons menrioned are the goods 
of tho defendant. Judgment thorrfore 
will be for Plaintiff and with costs.

The most beautiful planet and the one 
that comes nearest to the earth ond most 
resembles the carth in size da at the samo 
time the most mysterious. Is Vonus a 
living world or dead one—that ts to say, 
is it in a condition to support inhabitar.ts, 
and is it probable that such iphabitants 
are there, or, on the othey hand, is it un- 
sulted for thelr presence and barren of 
living forms? 

These questions astronomers at present 
are unable to answer, but tholr efforts to 
answer them and the observations that 
they have made of the mysterious planct 
possess an almost startling interest 

Firat let us briefly recall what Venus Is. 
It is o globe like our earth and of very 
nearly the game magnitude, haying 
diameter of about 7,700 miles, while that 
of the earth ta a little more than 7,900 
iniles. So nearly of tho saro size are the 
two planets that if we could view them 
from an equal distance we should be un 
able without tho ald of instruments of 
measurement to detect any differonce be 
tween thom, Tho substance of Venus is 
slightly lighter, bulk for bulk, than that 
which composes the carth, bub the dlifer 
ehco in this respect is so little that again 
it would require speotal examination to 
distinguish by welght between a cubli 
foot of tho soil of Vonus and an equal 
mount of the soll of tho oarth. It follows

THE RUNNING CINCH. 


Its Meaning and Economical Uses 
Explained by a Western Sheriff. 


“Tt is in the newly settled regions of the 
far-west, where bad mer congregate and 
turn loose, that the running cinch works 
to best advantage, and it saves costs to the 
community and trouble to the sheriff,’”’ 
said an ex-sheriff from New Mexico to a 
roporter in the office of an up town hotel. 
“Tt works well all round and’ satisfies 
eyerybody concerned except the man that 
is cinched, and he never complains, be- 
cause he’s dead. 

“You see, it otten happens that a sheriff 
in a wild and woolly region, with the best 
intentions, has a live prisoner on his 
“hands that ought by all good rights to’ be 
planted. Ho is responsible for his safe 
keeping in a jail that a cow could walk 
through, and he knoys that tho man is 
dangerous every mfnute that he lives. 
The prisoner's friends outside are plotting 
to help him escape on the one hand, and 
on the other there is always the chance 
that the citizens get up a necktie party 
and call for the prisoner with a rope, 
which is a reflection on the sheriff and 
gross disrespect to the majesty of the law. 

“These things worry the sheriff, and he 
thinks he’s stood enough of it, so he leaves 
niatters loose in the jail, and there is not 
much of a watch kept that any one can 
see, and the prisoner, seeing nothing to 
hinder, walks out some day and runs for 
it. He docs not get far. The sheriff has 
everything prepared, with men waiting, 
and the prisoner is bored and ballasted 
with lead before he has time to make 
much of a show as a pacemaker. 

‘“Phe Mormons haye used tho possibili- 
ties of the running cinch the most sys- 
tematically, and in the days whén they 
held cards and spades in Utah o ‘gentile’ 
prisoner in their hands was Mable to be 
overpersuaded if he declined to take ad- 
yantage of the chances they gave him to 
run, During the building of the Union 
Pacific road through Utah the jail at 
Brighamyille, 40 miles from Salt Lake 
City, became famous for this. Although 
tho prisoners comprised tho toughest 
class of mon, such ag naturally flocked to 
the country as the railroad ndyanced, no 
effort was made to hold them in jail, 
and o door or window was always left 
open somewhere at their service should 
they feel inclined to walk out, Bub none 
ever got away or outlived his experiment 
in breaking jail, {ho Mormons in official 
authority are always good shots, and the 
prison guards kept their practioe up in this 
way. 

“It waa through an atrocious misuse of 
the running cinch that the great Apnacho 
chief Mangas Colorado was killed by 
United States soldiers about 40 years ago. 
Hoe had surrendered as a prisoner of war 
ond was held under guard in.camp when 
tho plot was made for his death. As he 
refused the opportunities given him to run 
ho was pricked with a redhot bayonot 
thrust through the wall of the tent in 
whioh he was lying. At that he sprang 
from tho tont and was killed by the guard 
as nn oscaping prisoner. This dastardly 
niurder, which was wholly without justl- 
fication, proved a costly crime for the goy- 
erument in tho end. After this the 
Apaches would not trust the white man’s 
word, and long wars followed as & conse- 
quence, in which thousands of lives were 
lost and yast expenso inourred,'’—New 
York Sun.

Vancouver, B.C., March 11,—A

Situated on What the Natives Call 


“The Roof of the World''—Cablo News. 


London, March 11.—A despatch from 
Allahabad, capital of the northwest proy 
inces of Indin, saya 16 ts reported there 
from Yarkand, Chinese Turkestan, that 
uw large force of Russian troops has ¢ 
at the Russian post, Fort Murghe 
tho Murghabi River, on the Sart 
Pamir, with the intention of seizing 
Sir-I-Kol, the hundred-mile strotch of ter- 
ritory north of the Mustagh Mountains, 
which was loft undoflned by the Pamir 
boundary commission in 1895, Its seizure 
by Russia would cause complications 
with Great Britain. 

The Pamirs, great and little, are an 
extensive tablo land of Central Asia, 
called by the natives tho ‘Roof of tho 
World,"’ They are bounded on tho south 
by the Hindoo-Koosh Mountains, and the 
pleateau forms the centrol node whence 
radiate the principal mountain ranges of 
Asia. Tho tract is mainly under Russian 
authority, but Sir-I-Kol, in which is Lake 
Sir-I-Kol, the head waters of the Oxus 
River, has remained disputed ground 
since 1895. 

Russia Has Backed Down. 

Pekin, March 11.—The Chinese For- 
elgn Office has recelyed a despatch from 
St. Petersburg saying that as a result of 
negotiations between Russian and Great 
Britain the Russian Minister hero will 
withdraw his protest against the Hong- 
kong contract. The Hongkong despatch 
is identical with the Niuchwang contract. 














DEATH OF SIR DOUGLASS GALTON. 





The Noted British Authority on Sanita- 
tion Called Away. 


London, March 11.—Sir Douglass Gal- 
ton, former president of the British Asso- 
ciation and a high authority on sanita- 
tion, is dead. 

Sir’ Douglass Galion, K C.B., LL.D., 
F.R.S., was born in Worcestershire, Eng., 
in 1822, and was educated at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich, where he 
passed the highest examination on record, 
and took first prize in every subject. He 
held seyeral important offices under the 
Government, including those of inspoctor 
of fortifications, Assistant Secretary of 
State for War and director of public 
works and buildings. 








Girl Stole $1,000 Ring. 


Detroit, Mich., March 11.—A young 
Woman whose parents reside in London, 
Ont., has been arrested here, charged 
with stealing o $1,000 diamond ring from 
a boarding house where she was residing, 
The girl's story is a pitiful one.

St, Scholastiquo, Quo., March 11,—At 
four minutes past 8 o'clock yesterday 


morning Mra. Cordelia Polrloe and Sam 
Parslow paid tho penalty for thelr crime 
of murdering Isidore Poirier while help 
loasly slooping in his house at St, Canute 
in the month of November, 7. Groat 
numbers of poople had arrived by 
Thursday evening trains, and those w 
carly on bani to seo the execution. The 
admission to the jail yard was by ticket, 
and fully 800 people were admitted to 
the enclosure. Parsloiv’s brother and sis- 
ter watched thelr brother's death from 4 
Window tn the jail. 

‘Lhe doomed people spent a fairly good 
night. They slept for a little while and 
th engoged in devotional & 
6 low mass was 
Fathers Meloche and Collin, All the 
familes of both criminals were present. 
After mass they partook of food and had 
a last interview with friends, 

Roth Their Necks Broken, 

The two condemned prisoners were 
placed on the gallows side by side, with 
a black curtain between them. The drop 
fell at 8.04 and in six anda half minutes 
the woman's pulse coased to beat, Pars- 
low’s pulse beat for 12 minutes, but ex- 
amination showed that both their necks 
had been broken. 

The bodies were cut down by Radolitfe 
ut half-past 8 o'clock. 

Crowd Made a Rush. 


Immediately after the drop fell a dis- 
graceful rush was made by the spectators 
for the gallows. They tore away the 
black cloth in their efforts to view the 
bodies. Father Meloche upbraided them 
from the scaffold,. but to little effect. 

An inquest was held and the usual 
verdict was returned. The body of Pars- 
low was immediately taken to St. Can- 
ute for interment. The Goyernment has 
also granted permission for the body of 
Mrs. Poirier to be given to her friends. 

Parslow's brother, George, was very 
much affected. 

Third Woman Hanged. 

Mrs. Cordelin Viau, along with her 
paramour, Samuel Parslow, who was 
hanged yosterday, is the third woman to 
meet death on the scaffold in Canada. 
Kleven haye been condemned since Con- 
federation, six of them having been 
found guilty of ending their husband’s 
lives, but only two, previous to Mrs. 
Polricr, had been ‘hung by the neck 
until dead.’' In 1872 Mrs. Phoebe Camp- 
bell mot death at the hands of the execu- 
tioner at London, having been adjudged 
guilty of cutting her husband's throat. 
A year after, Hlizabeth Workman, for 
beating her husband to death witha 
club, was hanged at Sarnia. Not from 
that time until yesterday did an execu-

Fifty pounds sterling, or $250, per 
skin is not an unusually high average 
price to pay for the fur of the sea otter, 
and at for sales in London a much 
higher price has often been asked and | 
received. Much, of course, in the mat- 
ter of price depends upon the condition 
and size of the skin. The animal when 
it is alive and wearing the fur itself is | 
from three to five feet in length from 
nose to tail tip, though the skin lying 
upon it in loose folds, the actual ‘‘pelt,"’ 
is of fair sizo. 

Ever since Bering, sailing from Rus- 
sia, discovered Alaska and found its na- 
tives clad in otter skin this fur has 
been the prime object of the pelt hunt- 
ers’ desire, Sable, marten, mink and 
even ermine can be trapped or shot 
without extraordinary trouble. Seals 
are driven inland like fools to be slangh- 
tered and skinned at their captors’ lei- 
sure. But the sea otter must be sought 
diligently as the diamond, for three 
centuries of experience have made him 
wise. 

Upon the map of North America may 
be seen jutting from the southern cor- 
ner of Alaska, which is the northwest 
corner of the continent, Aliaska, a pe- 
ninsula, which breaks off into a chain 
of islands called the Aleutians. Just 
where the peninsula ends and the is- 
lands begin a point may be noticed 
marked Belkovsky. 

This is the headquarters of the sea 
otter hunters, and between here and

Chernaboor island to the south and Saa- 
nak island to the sonthwest the bulk of 
the sea otters are taken. 

» Thoroughly impressed with the val- 
ue of his own skin, the sea otter takes 
care of it by living far away from the 
mainland, sleeping with one eye open, 
upon the floating weed beds or a sea 
washed reef exposed to the full fury of 
the north Pacific. 

At the slightest sign of the approach 
of man he dives deep, and stays below 
for 20 minutes at a time. 

Sometimes a stray otter may be shot 
from the land as he plays in the surf, 
but the chief methods of his capture 
are ‘‘the surround’ and clubbing. In 
the former case a party of Aleutian is- 

lers are conveyed to Saanak, there 
sncamp for two or three months. 

Woe to the hunters if the wind be off 
the shore, for then no fire may be lit to 
make the beloved tea, no pipe of tobac- 
co smoked, or the hope of a capture 
would be vain. For the otter is all 
eyes and ears and nose when alive; all 
fur when dead. 

Upon a calm day the hunters paddle 
gently over the sea in their skin canoes, 
keeping an eager eye upon the rolling 
surf for a sign of the prey. A hunter 
sees an otter and makes a quiet signal 
to his mates. Like a flash the quarry 
has dived. Raising his oar aloft, the 
man who found the otter remains as a 
bnoy above the place of the animal’s 
disappearance, while his mates form in 
a huge circle with him in the center. 

In 20 minutes, at most, the otter 
comes up again in sight of some of the 
canoe men. A frightful yell drives the 
poor brute below again before he has 
had time to fill his lungs. Shortly he is

NEWS OF THE STRANDING 


Was Keoeived at Yarmouth by Telephone 
From Tusket Wodge— Tugs 
Were Sont Out. 


Yarmouth, N.S,, March 18.—News of 
the stranding of the handsome new Al- 
lan Liner Castilian on Gannot ledge off 
the coast of Yarmouth, arrived in town 
yesterday by telophone from Tusket 
Wedge. Tugs were at once despatched to 
her assistance. In the afternoon Chief 
Officer MoAffrey and Purser Stewart 
arrived here by team, haying landed at 
Little River in a boat and driven from 
there to Tusket Wedge and thence to 
town. The Castilian left Portland, Me., 
at 1 p.m. on Saturday for Liverpool. 

Breakers Ahead. 

During the night the weather was 
hazy and they prooseded slowly and cau- 
tiously, carefully looking out fer buoys, 
or other signs of land. Suddenly breakers 
Were seen and at once she struck forward 
the shock not being suffici- 
ent to awaken the passengers. It was 
8.40 yesterday morning when she struck. 
There was no confusion, and all orders 
were obeyed with coolness and mn pt-

Gannet Rook itself loomed up astern. It 
was just about low tide when she went 
on, and {¢ was found the engines would 
not take her off. It was decided to wait 
for daylight, and send ashore for assist- 
ance. The sea was comparatively smooth. 
The carpenter reported water in the two 
forward compartments and the boats 
were all got ready, but there seemed no 
immedigte danger. 

About 5 o'clock the chief officer and 
purser were despatched to convey the 
news to land. They proceeded in a boat 
to Little River, and were thence driven 
to Tusket Wedge, the nearest telephone 
office, where they communicated with 
William Law & Co., local agents of the 
Allan Line, and had tugs sent to the 
scene as quickly as possible. Tho weather, 
though thick, is not bad, and it is 
thought here that the steamer may bo 
sayod.

TO THE RESCUE. 





Str. Ghent and Government Str, Aberdeen 
Away to Gannet Rock, 


Hasifax, March 18,—The steamer City 
of Ghont left here carly this morning for 
the scene of the wreck. The news of the 
disaster created great excitement in Hall- 
fax and crowds awaited details around 
the hotels and newspaper offices. It is the 
general opinion hero that the chances of 
pulling the steamer off the rocks or say- 
ing any considerable part of her cargo are 
extremely doubtful. The Castilian, which 
Was worth about a million dollars, was 
not insured in regular companies, the 
Allans haying a private insurance system. 

The Government steamer Aberdeen was 
last night ordered away to Gannot Rock 
to assist at the wreck. The steamer Hali- 
fax, which arrived last night from Bos- 
ton, reports that an exceptionally strong 
current was running into the Bay of 
Fundy last night. This undoubtedly had 
a great deal to do with the disaster to 
the Castilian. 

A Total Wreck. 

A late’ special from Yarmouth says: 
The tug Wanda and steamer Latour have 
returned from the wreck with all the 
passengers and most of the crew of the 
wrecked steamer. 

G. W. B, Moody, Lloyd’s agent in Yar- 
mouth, who went down with the tugs, 
expressed the opinion that the steamer 
will be beyond doubt a total wreck. 

One by one the passengers bogan to ap- 
pear after she struck and when they 
learned what had happened, the calmness 
of the officers and crew prevented alarm. 

In the morning the boats were launch~ 
ed, not without great difficulty, and 
preparations were made to pub the pass- 
engers into them, when the welcome 
sound of steam whistles was heard and 
two tugs and the steamer Latour came 
in sight. Tho sea, which had been calm 
the evening before, was now 60 high that 
tho little steamers had the greatest dim- 
culty in gotting alongside, The Latour 
had her rail smashed in the attempt, bub 
finally sho got fast to tho big steamer, 
and tho passengers and their effects and 
most of the orew were got off. 

Will Go on Vancouver. 

Tho passengers were cared for at the 
Grand and other hotels and left on the 
D.A.R. train in the morning te take the 
steamer Vancouyer for England.

Tea drinking has become very faxh 
ionable among us of late years, almust 
fs much so as it was in England a cen.

Mr. John Dillon, Nationalist member 
for Kast Mayo, in supporting the reduc- 
tion, said; ‘British statesmen who at- 
tempt to induce the United States to 
abandon their traditions by embarking 
ina wild career of naval competition 
with Europe, will bitterly regret it, for 
the day will come when England will be 
hard driven to maintain naval equality 
with the United States alone. The First 
Lord of the Admiralty (Mr. Goschen) is 
trying to compete with six powers.’’ 

Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, the Goyern- 
ment leader, denied that elther the First 
Lord of the Admiralty or the Goyern- 
ment had any such insane idea, The 
First Lord of the Admiralty, he declared, 
had deliberately based his policy upon 
the accepted principle that Great Bri- 
tain’s navy should: be equal to the force 
of any other two powers.

AN ARTFUL GAME, 


A Olever Swindle Which Was Sueq 
cessfully Worked In Paris, 

Swindling is as monotonous as ethics 
or mathematics, and the various ways 
and means resorted to in the last decade 
of the nineteenth century for obtaining 
possession of other people's money were 
matters of common knowledge in the 
Egypt of Rameses the Great. But the 
Parisian police now affirm that a new 
departure has been made on the banks 
of the Seine And this is how it was 
worked: 

An office was hired in a good busi- 
ness street by the inventor of the trick, 
who assumed the title of somebody and 
company, chemical agents. Being con- 
yinced advocates of women's rights, 
they employed some members of the 
fair sex, who dressed in the height of 
fashion, used the most fashion#ble per- 
fumes and then visited singly the best 
apothecaries’ shop.

QUEER AFRICAN DWARFS. 


Return of an English Traveller Whe 
Visited the Central Pigmies and 
Capnibain in Peace, 


Probably there has been no such inter- 
est circling around Africen travellers and 
geographers since the tine of Henry M. 
Stanley's expedition as has been caused 
by the arrival from Central Africa the 
other week of Albert Bushnill Lloyd, a 
young and hitherto unknown English- 
man, after a journey of three months 
from the heart of Africa to London, tray- 
elling over Stanley’s route down the 
Congo to the west coast. 

The journey was'in one respect more 
remarkable than Stanley’s, inasmuch as 
Mr. Dioyd travelled quite alone so far as 
TKiuropeans were concerned; and-was only 
accompanied by two native servants. and 
a small number of carriers. Moreoyer, 
although he marched three weeks in the 
pyemy forest and then traversed tho 
whole length of the Aruwimi River, tho 
berkiveldch ooo. wth, warlike 
self-defense. On the contrary, he was on 
cordial terms with both pygmies and can- 
nibals. 

Mr. Lloyd’s journey along the almost 
untrodden path from Uganda was most 
hazardous. His own friends tried to dis- 
suade him, but he persisted, and on his 
arrival at the Congo the Belgians could 
scarcely believe that he had made the 
trip. 

On entering the great primeval forest 
Mr. Lloyd went west for flve days with- 
out the sight of a pygmy. Suddenly ho 
became ayare of their presence by mys- 
terious movements among the trees,

Tho 
men wore armed with poisoned arrows. 
Tho chicf told ine the tribes were nome 
dic und never slept two nights in the 
same place.

I made inquiries 
and Iearned that the most of the trouble 
ws during the noon hour, I consulted the 
chairman of the Queen Victoria and High 
School and was informed that thero waa & 
rule which required tho head-master of 
the High School and Queen Victoria 
School to look after the building and to be 
in charge of the school during the noon 
hour by self or represented by one of the 
teachers, Tho Chairman of the High 
School Committee thought that if it could 
be avoided it would be well not to ask to 
have the rule enforced obliging the teacher 
to remain, and after talkiug tho matter 
over with the High School Master it was 
thought that locking the corridors during 
the noon hour and leaving the lunch room 
and hall at either ond open would get over 
the difficulty. Last night's article would 
lead the reader to think that the pupils 


were locked out of the buildings, but the 
fact is that the main corridors were locked 
and lunch room and cloak rooms were left 
vpon. Last ovening when the matter came 
before the Board it was decided not to lock 
them and the rules as to the teacher being 
responsible were read, and it was under- 
stood that the rules would bo enforced.

ROMANCE OF ALUMINIUM. 


How a Roman Artificer Startled Ti- 
berius and Lost Hin Head, 


In “Nature Historiarum," where ref- 
erence is mado to an incident in Roman 
history which up to the time of Sainte- 
Claire Deyille has boen overlooked by 
sientists for many centuries, says Alumi- 
num, itis rolated by Pliny (28 A. D, to 
79 A. D,) that during tho reign of the 
Emperor Tiberius (41 B, ©, to 87 A. D.) 
ucertain worker In metals (Faber) ie 
peared at the palace and showed a beautl- 
ful cup composed of a brilliant white 
motal that shone like silver. 

When the artificer was presenting it to 
the emperor, he purposely dropped it on 
the floor of the chamber, The goblot-was 
so bruisod by tho fall that it seomedito be 
irrotrieyably injured, but the workman 
took his hammer and in the presence of 
the court repaired the damage without 
dolay, It was ovidgnt that this motal was 
nob silver, though it had almost the same 
brillianoy, besides being much more duo- 
tile and considorably lighter. 

Tho emporor quostioned the artificer 
closely and learned from him that he had 
extracted the motal from an argillaceous 
earth, probably the clay known to mod- 
ern chemists as alumina, Tiberius then 
asked if any ono besides himsolf knew tho 
proooss and received tho proud reply ‘that 
tho sooret was known only to himself and 
Jupiter. This answer was suftiolont. The 
ermperor had reflected that if it were pos- 
sible to obtain this metal from #0 common 
@ substance as clay the yalue of gold and 
silver would be greatly reduced, 60 he do- 
torminod to avort such lamentable 
oalastrophe, He caused tho workshops of 
the discoverer to bo wholly dostroyed, and 
tho lockless artifloor was seized and do- 
capltated, so that his seoret might porlsh 
with him 

M. Sainte-Claire Deville had no doubt 
that this motal was aluminium, and ho 
asserted that tho wanton oruclty of 
Tiborius had deprived the world of this 
valuable metal, which romained — un- 
known for 18 conturies, Tho oxtracting 
of Aluminium, discovered by the Roman 
craftsman in the first century of tho 
Christian era, thus bocame one of the lost 
arts,

perimental Spraying for the Province of 
Ontario for 1898 hax just boon received, 
and contains a good dual of valuable infor 
mation for tho farmer and fruitgrower, as 
to the means of procuring sound saleable 
fruit. The ravages of insect pests of late 


yours haye boon the cause of enormous 
losses to the owners of orchards, and the 
Ontario Govornmont have called in tho nid 
of scionce to countoract the evil, and give 
to the farmors practical examples of how 
injury from this cause may be prevented. 

Mr, Orr's report gives many interesting 
and convincing details, showing the entire 
efticacy of the system, recording in detail 
the results of oxperimontal spraying, con- 
ducted during the past season at thirty 
different points throughoat the Province, 
which was mapped out into three routes, 
50 a8 to test the system under every vari- 
ety of local conditions, and extend a know- 
ledge of its operations as widely as pos- 
sible. The greatest interest was taken by 
the people of the localities selected, the 
attendance at the spraying numbering 
3,538 persons, in addition to many subse- 
quent visitors to the sprayed orchards, the 
number being 700° mére than that of the 
years previous and over double the attend- 
ance of 1898, _The plan adopted was to 
spray when tho buds were swelling, then 
just before the opening of the blossoms, and 


lnstly when the blossoms had fallen—at 
intervals of about twelve days, until the 
danger of scab was passed. The result

The German Army Bill. 

Berlin, March 17.—When ths army bill 
was taken up in the Reichstag yesterday 
Dr. Lieber, the Centrist Jeader, moyed 
the acceptance of the committee’s pro- 
posal to reduce the peace effective by 
7,000 ,men, adding that the House de- 
clared its willingness, in the event of the 
figure granted by the committee proving 
inadequate, to enter into fresh negotia- 
tions with the Government, 

Tho Imperial Chancellor, Prince 
Hohenlohe, said the Federal Government 
accepted Dr. Lieber’s motion with the 
reservation that, in conformity with the 
readiness expressed by the Reichstag to 
enter into fresh negotiations, the Goyern- 
ment would introduce fresh proposals 
before the expiration of the agreed term, 

The bill was then adopted by a yote of 
222 to 132. - 








c.P.R. Improvements. 


Montreal, March 17.—'The Canadian 
Paciflo will this year lay a double track 
from Montreal Junction to St. Anne, 
distance of 14 miles, and this will give 
the company a double line all the way 
from Windsor Station to the Ottawa 
River, and later to the junction of the 
Ottawa branch with the main line. New 
stations are also to be built at Jolictte, 
Que., and at Woodstock, Ont., while a 
fine new bridge will be built over the 
Grand River at Galt, Ont., and the grade 
reduced at that place, so as to permit the 
running of heavier trains. Ballasting will 
also be carried on at different places.

Nine Negroes Shot by Mob and Four 
_ Killed—Uprising .Feared. 


Palnette, Ga., March 17.—A mob of 
masked men stormed the little house do- 
ing service as a gaol here at an early 
hour yesterday morning, and shot down 
nine negroes. Four were killed outright, 
and the other flve are badly wounded. 
| The negroes have been held for the burn- 
ing of the town, three fires since January 
Ist having almost entirely destroyed it. 
An outbreak on the part of the negroes 
in this vicinity is feared. There are many 
threats to avenge the shooting of the 
members of their race. Troops have ar- 
rived from Atlanta, and the town 1s 
quieting down.

WEAVING SET TO MUSIC. 


Japanese Tots Work Twelve Hours a 
| Day For a Penny. 


At Sakai, about half adozen miles from 
Osaka, and some other towns in Japan 
where carpets, rugs and fabrics of the 
same class are manufactured there are 
no large carpet factories, but hand looms 
may be seen in nearly eyery house. 

The weaving is set to music. The chil- 
| dren are taught to sing a sort of nonsense 
| Yerse to a certain tune, the superintendent 

or head worker leading, and that air 
means A certain pattern, the deft fingers 
of the little workers rhythmically follow- 
ing the notes. 

At the right moment the woman in 
charge Of a loom humsa_ new tune, and 
the little ones instantly take it up and as 
quickly change the pattern to suit the 
music, It is consequently quite correct 
to speak of these productions as a ‘‘one 
tune,”’ ‘two tune” or “four tune’’ carpet, 
and so on, as the case may bo. 

The children kneel at their work upon 
a plank at the end of the loom, and each 
of them slides backward and forward 
along it, according to the space ocoupied 
by their allotted portion of the pattern 

The actual workers are for the most 
part children of from 7 years of age up- 
ward, and from two to four, flye or even 
six work at a single loom under the direc- 
tion of an adult, generally a woman. 

Some 6,000 boys and over 13,000 girls 
are thus employed Tho children work 
12 hours a day, and each earns abouta 
penny in that time Three of them cun, if 
expert hands, completo an ordinary rug,

An example of the Modernized Colonial 
Architecture for a Moderate Cost Resi- 
dence, especielly designed for the benefit 
of our readers going to build, is presented 
with this article. The perspective presents 
an oxterior that would harmonize with al- 
most any surroundings. Tho foundation 
walls are built of good local building scone, 
or field stone, laid up in the best cement 
mortar. If the soil is of good sound blue or 
yellow clay, footings need not be consicer- 
ed, but whore the soilis, practically speak- 
ing, ‘‘marshy,” fovtings should be used, 
and be good, large flat stones, or concrete 
bedded, The cellar should be concreted, 
as when left unfinished the health of the 
resident is endangered, first, because the 
floor of the cellar cannot be kept clean, 
and secondly, because dampness has ready 
access to all outside walls, unless the found- 
ation walls are filled in between the joists 
up to the top of the beams, or the under 
side of the first floor. The dampness will 
not only affect the plastering, showing in 
cracks in walls and ceilings, and sometimes 
the falling away of portions of the work (in 
which case the plasterer is often blamed 
for not having floated properly), ‘but it 
will aleo ruin good floors of the first story, 
when oak and ash, and such wood are 
used, 


The house can easily be heated satisfav- 
torily with hot air, though steam or hot 
water may be used if desired, if the ex- 

ense is not considered too great,—in 

jouthern climates even hot air would not 
be necessary, as the range in kitchea and 
the open fire places would suflice, The en- 
trance vestibule is well designed, and the 
hall exceedingly attractive, looking as it 
does into rooms at either side, and into the 
parlor, and towards the cosy seat half way 
up the staiicase, The parlor and dining- 
room should be wainscoted, giving the in- 
terior a colonial effect. The parlor being 
elliptical divides the light well through 
the entire room, and also causes a circula 
tion of air, which is more than necessary 
for a room little used. 
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FIRST FLOOK. 


Nothing more difficult in the erection of 
& house than the correct plan and construc- 
tion of the staircase, The stairs shown in 
this plan are 4 feet wide, having a riso to 
each tread of 7) inches, making an easy 
ascent to the second story. A noticeable 
defect in a good many houses, is that tho 
rise is made 8 inches, or evon 8} inches; 
and if such a rise is constructed, one feels 
he oftect, especially an invalid, or ono 
temporarily indisposed, when ascending 
finding they have no motion forward, but 
seem continually making a climb all tho 
time. Tho 4 inch, in risers, saves a good 


deal of vitality. 


The dining room shown on the first 
floor plan oxploins itself, and appeals to 






every prospective home owner, for its 
light and accommodation, The butler’s 
pantry is considorably larger than usually 
rlanned for a house of this sizo and cost, 
loaving plonty ot room for an oxtra drosser 
if dosired.

THE TREATY SIGNED, 





Spain's Queen Regent Hus Signed the 
Peace Treaty With the U, 8, 


Madrid, March 18,—The Queen Regent 
has signed the treaty of peace between 
Spain and the United States. 

The signed treaty of peace will be for- 
warded to the French ambassador at 
Washington, M. Jules Cambon, for ex- 
change with the one signed by President 
McKinley. No decree on the subject will 
be published in The Official Gazette. 

Announced at Washington. 

Washington, March 18,—The first news 
of the signature of the peace treaty by the 
Queen Regent of Spain was conveyed to 
Secretary Hay and the officials of the 
Administration through the bulletin of 
the Associated Press. Official news of the 
notion at Madrid was notoanvayad ta tho 
State Department before the close of the 
department for the day. M. Cambon, the 
French ambassador, called at the depart- 
ment about ten minutes to 4 o'clock, 
and, in the absence of Secretary Hay, 
called upon Assistant Secretary Hill. He 
told the latter that he believed the treaty 
had been signed. 

Relatiens Will Be Resumed. 


London, March 18,—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard, after referring 
to the ratification by the Queen Regent 
of the treaty of peace between Spain and 
the United States, says: 

“Official relations between the two 
Governments will now be promptly re- 
newed. It is rumored that the minister to 
the United States will be Senor Don J. 
Brunetti, Duke d’Arcos, former Spanish 
minister to Mexico, whose wife 1s an 
American.” 


Princess Kalulani Dead. 


Honolulu, March 10, via San Francisco, 
March 18.—Princess Kaiulani died March 
6 of inflammatory rheumatism, contract- 
ed several weeks ago, while on a yisit to 
the Island of Hawail. She was the daugh- 
ter of Princess Miriam Llikelike, a mem- 
ber of the Hawaiian royal fumily, and 
A. S. Cleghorn, an Englishman. Katu- 
Jani was born in 1875. In 1891 she was 
proclaimed heir-apparent by Lilliuoka- 
lani, who was on the throne of Hawali. 

The funeral of the dead Princess ywyill 
ocour on Sunday, March 12, from the old 
native church, and will be under tho 
direction of the Government. The cere- 
monies will be on a scale befitting the 
rank of the young Princess, Bishop 
Willis of the Church of England will con- 
duct the funeral services,

A TERRIBLY FATAL FIRE. 


Fifteen People Killed or Burned 
to Death and 40 Injured. 


The Big Windsor Motel on Pitch Avenue 
Catohea Fire While St. Patrick's Pro- 
cossion Was Passing in the Street avd 
the Hotel Windows Were Filled With 


Guests aud Their Friends -Jumped 


From High Windows to Denth. 


Now York, March 18.—Flames, which 
originated from the igniting of ao lace 
curtain, burst forth from the second floor 
of the Windsor Hotel, at 47th street and 
Fifth avenuo, shortly after 8 o'clock yos 
terday afternoon, just aa tho St. Patrick's 
Day parade was passing the building, 
and in a fow moments they had leaped to 
the roof and enycloped the entire Fifth 
avenue and 47th street fronts of the hotel 
Ton minutes later the Names were roar, 
Ing through the interior of the hotel, and 
apo by way of stairway

Hundreds of guests and employes were 
In the hotel when the fire broke out, and 
for many of them escape with safety was 
impossible. Probably from ten to 16 lives 
were lost within a half hour and 80 or 40 
other persons were Injured in jumping 
from windows and in rushing through 





the roaring fh in the corridors and 
on the stairways. Many who were in 
jured died later at nearby residences and 





ab hospitals, and others who made wild 
leaps to the stone sidewalk were so badly 
injured that they are still hovering be- 
tween Hfe and death, ‘ 
It may le 24 hours or more before the 
ecomplote Hat of fatalities may become 
kho and !t will be longer than that 
bof it can be ascertained definitely 
how many charred bodies are in the mass 
of fallon masonry that marks the spot 
where the hotel stood. 
In Kuiag in Two Hours, 

The flames could not be checked and in 
two hours from the time that the fire 
broke out the entire structure was in 
ruins and the streets on three sides of the 
building were filled with, debris from 
falling walls and tall chimneys, while the 
streams of water being poured upon the 
interior of the ruins had no_ other effect 
than to fill the air with clouds of scalding 
steam, making it impossible for anyone 
to approach near enough to search for 
missing bodies. 

Mont Spectacalar Affair, 

The fire was the most spectacular affair 
of the kind that- could be imagined. 
When it broke out Fifth avenue was 
crowded with people watching the St. 
Patrick's Day parade, and every window 
in the front of the hotel facing Fifth ave- 
nue was filled with spectators, watching 
the marching men and floats in the street. 
As soon as the flames were discovered 
shooting from the windows, that part of 
the St. Patrick's Day procession which 
was near the building came to a hatt, 
and in a few minutes the parado was dis- 
banded, for the police came rushing to- 
wards the fire from-every direction, and, 
as far as they were able, drove the people 
from the streets, Ono alarm after another 
was turned in and the first of the fire 
engines was not long in appearing upon 
the scene, and they caused a wild scram- 
ble among the paraders and spectators as 











‘| they rushed along the street and got into 


position for service, 
Many Wero Not Guosts. 

In addition to the regular guests of the 
hotel, the windows were crowded by a 
large number of spectators, residents of 
this city, who had congregated there to 
witness the parade, F 

Soon after the first alarm was given 
people in the lower floors of the hotel, 
those who-had. éasy - accoaa to.tho-atroot 
ur out of 
the building in great numbers, but it 
very soon became apparent that a great 
majority of the occupants of the hotel 
were either panic stricken or wero unable 
to make their way to the ground floor. 

Leaped to Instavt Death. 

Several occupants of the hotel appeared 
at the windows of tho sixth and seventh 
storeys, and even on the roof and made 
their leaps to the streets from those 
points. Very few of them escaped either 
instant death or injurfes which resulted 
in thelr death a short time later. Mean- 
time the entire building was being envel- 
oped in flames, which shot out from 
overy window and formed a picture which 
struck terror to all tho3e who vere wit- 
nessing it. 

Soon the Walls Fol}. 

Within 40 or 45 minutes after the flre 
first broke out the walls on the Fifth aye- 
nue side showed every indication of — fall- 
ing, and presently, with an awful crash, 
they struck the asphalt covering of the 
strect in front of the hotel, and caused 
the hundreds of people who were stand- 
ing there to scatter in cvery direction. 
This weakened the walls on the 46th and 
47th street sides, and they followed a 
moment later. Vhen the walls fell the 
bricks and mortar and twisted girders 
and corrugated tron filled the streets on 
three sides of the hotel, The door steps 
and trou fences in front of the houses on 
the opposite side of the street from the 
hotel were wreeked by the falling walls, 
and the amount of debris piled in the 
streets waa so. great that travel will bo 

impeded for several days,

any rabbits. The great Sncient of rabbits 
permits some of his representatives to be 
captured only on the condition that cer 
tain forins shall be carefully observed by 
the captors. 

Every tribo of Indians has its ghost 
places or devil places, which are haunted 
localities. In the country of the Tulare 
Indians in southern California is an 
rious granite bowlder which is be 
ed to be inhabited by witches. It is 
known as Witch rock, and nobody, least 
of all children, ventures to approach it.

PULP MILLS FOR OANADA. 





Neva Scotia Leases 1,000 Square Miles of 
Land for This Purpose. 


Halifax, March 20,—Attorney-Genoral 
Longley laid before the. Nova Sootia 
Legislature on Saturday an agreement 
entered into on the first of last month, 
‘by which Her Majesty the Queen grantt 
a lease for 80 years of two immense tracti 
of Crown lands in Victoria and Inverness 
Counties, Cape Breton, comprising alto- 
gether nearly 1,000 square miles, to three 
American capitalists—Edward L. San: 
born and Robert B, Blodgett of Boston, 
and Danicl F. Emery, jr., of Portland, 
Me. The lands are leased for the purpose 
of converting the timber thereon into 
pulp and paper, and the lessees must have 
two such mills in operation within the 
period of two years, and have expended 
at least $10, in the operation of the 
business for which the lease is granted. 
The lessees agree to pay the Government 
of Nova Scotia $6,000 per year and to do 
all their manufacturing within the Prov: 
ince of Noya Scotia. 

Some of the Terms. 

One provision of the agreement pro- 
hibits the transfer of the lease to any per- 
son or corporation except the North 
American Paper & Pulp Company, Lim: 
ited, without the consent of the Attorney- 
General of Nova Scotia. The Government 
reserves the customary mining rights over 
the property granted) butoagrees to sel) 
the land, or any portion thereof, to the 
lessees for the purpose set forth, at 4( 
cents per pcre, «the prevailing price of 
Crown lands in Nova Scotia. ‘ 

If the terms of the agreement are ful- 
filled as regards the crection ‘of pulp or 
paper mills and the same are operated 
through the stipulated perlod, the lesseas 
may obtain a renowal of the grant for u 
further term of 80 years at $6,000 por 
year,

SOUND WAVES. 


Some That You Can Only Feel and 
Cannot Hear. 


The deepest note which can actually be 
heard by human ears 1s produced by an 
organ pipe 82 foet long. If you throw 
a stone into a pool, you will seo a number 
of ripplos spreading after the splash in 
circles. If you blow a whistle or beat a 
drum, you make a splash of the same kind 
in the afr, and the ripples spread out all 
round. When they break against. tho 
dvum of the human ear, the brain 1s con- 
scious of asound. If the little waves or 
ripples in the air are quite regular in the 
proportion of 8, 16, 82 rippleg per second, 
the results are perfect musical notes. 

Now, the 82 foot organ pipe produces 
exactly 16 waves or vibrations every 5e0- 
ond. When the dead march in ‘Saul’ 
is played, for instance, on the great organ 
of St. Paul's cathedral, that note may be 
distinetly heard, like the boom of artil- 
lory, shaking the whole building to tts 
foundations 

But deeper notes than that can bo felt, 
though they make no sound. In the thun- 
der of Niagaru—a cataract which 18 rough- 
ly 167 fect high—a noto ts produced ex 
actly tho same as that from a 160 foot or 
gan pipe Listening intently, you can 
fecl the shocks and actually count them 
as thoy beat upon the eardrum at the 
rate of clght vibrations a second 

Yot oven that is not the deepest note, 
for when the yolcano of Krakatoa blew up 
in Sunda strait ove ybservatory in the 
world yery shortly recorded the explosion 
Tho delicate meteorological instruments 
notually recorded a note of four vibrations 
a second, which could not possibly have 
boon heard by mortal ears. —London An 
sword.

He 
went over a large number of items in the 
tariff, comparing the old rates of duty 
with the new rates, and claiming that 
whilo on the classes of goods which were 
most largely imported from the United 
States there had been some reduction, on 
goods which were most largely imported 
from Great Britain there had been no 
real reduction, because in most cases the 
old duties had been raised so much that 
the 25 per cent. pretenenge did not result 
in any appreciable preference. 

Mr. Wallace commented bricfly on the 
paragraphs in the speech referring to the 
trade question and quoted census statis- 
tios to show the great development of 
manufacturers under the National Policy 
and then dwelt at length on the Wash- 
ington conference, treating tho subject 
in a very lucid manner. He contended 
that there never was at any stage of the 
negotiations the slightest chance of the 
United States making any kind of reci- 
procity treaty with Canada, and the 
Canadian commissioners knew it from 
the start.

He 
was doubtful if it would have the facili- 
tating and clarifying virtues the hon. 
member claimed for it. It was one of 
those fanciful ideas about voting which 
commended themselves to a certain type 
of minds, but which might not have 
much practical benefit. Such an import- 
ant change in the method of voting ought 
not to be made until after full discussion, 
which at this period of the session was 
not feasible. 

The Attorney-General said that the 
proposed method of yoting might suit 
certain classes of electors; but he was 
not sure it would be the best for legisla- 
tive assemblies. In saying this he was 
not disparaging its usefulness. He was 
afraid, however, that it would not work 
effectively in Dominion or proyinoial 
elections, for not one-half of the electors 
would have ability to understand it. It 
would work also in a sectional way. 
Take the question of Single Tax as an 
example. If the adyocates of this proposal 
were strong enough they might send their 
representatiys to council, or eyen that 
House. The same was true of other ques- 
tions, which had their strong supporters, 
such as the irregularities of assessment. 
In fact, every man with a hobby might 
be able to secure a seat under this sys- 
tem. It was an interesting academic 
question, but would not be understood by 
the people at large. 

The order was then discharged and the 
bill withdrawn.

THE CRY OF WISDOM. 


HOW IT IS HEARD IN THE STREETS 


OF GREAT CITIES. 





DR, TALMAGE’S EXPERIENCES, 


Contrasts of City Life-Splendor aud 
Woe, Churches and Saloons, Geod Men 
and Shams Jostle One Another Dally 
in Their Diurnal Rounds of Business 


and Pleasure. 


Washington, March 19,—Rev. Dr, Tal 
mage this morning preached from the 
toxt, Proverbs i, 20; "Wisdom orieth 
without, She uttereth her yolce in the 
streets,’’? He said: 

Wo aro all ready to Liston to the voices 
of nature—the voices of tho mountain, 
tle voices of the sea, tho yoloes of the 
storm, tho yoloos of tho star As in somo 
of the cathedrals in Europe there is an 
organ at either end of the building, and 
the ono Instrument responds musically to 
the other, so in the great cathedral of 
nature day responds to day, and night to 
night, and flower to flower, and star to 
star in the great harmonies of tho uni- 
verse, The springtime 1s an evangelist 
{n blossoms preaching of God's love, and 
tho winter 1s a prophet—white bearded— 
denonnoing Woe against our sins. Wo are 
all ready to listen to the voloes of nature. 
Tut how few of us learn anything from 
the volees of the nolsy and dusty street, 
You go to your mechanism, and to your 
work, and to your merchandise, and you 
come back again—and often with how 
different a heart you pass through the 
«creots. Are there no things for us to 
learn from theso pavements over which 
wo pasa, Are there no tufts of truth 
crowing up between these cobblestones, 

beaten with the feet of toll and pain and 
pleasure, the slow tread of old age and 
the quick step of childhood Aye, there 
are great harvests to be reaped, and now 
I thrust In the alckle because the harvest 
is ripe. ‘Wisdom crieth without. She 
utloreth her yoleo in the atreets,”’ 

Tn tho firat place the atrect impresses 
me with the faot that this life Ia a scene 
of toil and struggle. By 10 o'clock every 
day the elty is jarring with wheels and 
shuffling with feet and humming with 
yolcos and covered with the breath of 
smokestacks and a-rush with trafflokers. 
Once In a while you find a man_ going 
along with folded arms and with leisure- 
ly step, as though he had nothing to do, 
but, for the most part, as you find men 
going down these streets on the way to 
business, there is anxlety in their faces, 
as though they had some errand—which 
must be executed at the first possible 
moment. You aro jostled by those who 
have bargains to make and notes to soll. 
Up this ladder with a hod of bricks, out 
of this bank with a roll of bills, on this 
dray with a load of goods, digging a cel- 
lar, or shingling a roof, or shoelng a 
horse, or building a wall, or mending a 
wateb, or binding a book, Industry, with 
her thousand arms and thousand eyes 

and thousand feet, goes on singing her 
song of work, work, work, while the 
milla drum {it and the steam whistles fife © 
it: All this is not because men love toil. 
Some one remarked, ‘Every man js as 
lazy as he can afford to be.’’ But it is 
because necessity with stern brow and 
with uplifced whip stands over you ready 
whenever you relax your toll to make 
your shoulders sting with the lash, 

Can it be phat passing up and down 
these streets on your way to work and 
business you do not Jearn anything of the 
yorld’s toil and anxiety and struggle? 
Oh how many drooping hearts, how 
many cyes on the watch, how many 
miles travelled, how many burdens car- 
ried, how many losses suffered, how 
many battles fought, how many victor- 
jes gained, how imany defeats suffered, 
how many exasperations endured—what 
losses. what hunger, what wretchedness, 
what pallor, what disease, what agony, 
what despair! Sometimes I haye stop; 
at the corner of the street as the multi- 
tudes went hither and yon, and it has 
scomed to be a great pantomime, and as 
I looked upon it my heart broke, This 
great tide of human life that goes down 
the strect is a rapid tossed and turned 
aside and dashed iiead aud driven back 
—beautiful in its confusion and confused 
in its beauty. In the carpeted aisles of 
the forest, in the woods from which the 
eternal shadow ‘is never lifted, on tho 
shore of the sea over whose tron coast 
tosses the tangled foam sprinkling the 
cracked cliffs with 9 baptism of whirl- 
wind and tempest, Is the best place to 
study God, but in the rushing, swarm- 
ing, raving street is the best place to 
study man. 

Going down to your place of business 
and coming home again I cbarge you to 
look about—see the signs of poverty, of 
wretchedness, of hunger, of sin, of 
bereayement—and as you go through the 
streets and come back through the streots, 
gather up in the arms of your prayer all 
tho sorrow, all the losses, all the suffer- 
ings, all the bereayements of those whom 
you pass and present them in prayer be- 
fore an all sympathetic God. In the great 
day of eternity there will be thousands of 
persons with whom you in this world 
never exchanged one word who will rise 
up and call you blessed, and there will 
be a thousand fingers pofnted at you in 
heaven, saying, ‘‘That is the man, that {is 
the woman, who helped me when I was 
hungry and sick and wandering and lost 
and heartbroken. That is the nmn, that 
is the woman," And the blessing will 
come down upon you as Christ shall 
eny: ‘I was hungry, ond ye fed me; I 
was naked, and ye clothed me; I was 
sick and in prison, and _ye yisited me. 
Inasmuch a8 ye did it to these poor waifs- 
of the streets, ye did it to me.’’ 

Again, the strect impresses me with 
the fact that all classes and conditions of 
soclety unust commingle. Wo sometimes 
culturo a wicked exclusiveness, Intelleot 
despises ignorance. Refinement will have 
nothing to do with boorlshness. Gloves 
hate the sunburned hand, and the high 
forehead despises the flat head, and the 
trim hedgerow will have nothing to with 
the wild copsewood, and Athens bates 
Nazareth, UUhis ought not s0 to be. The 
astronomer must come down from his 
atarry revelry and help us in our nayi- 
ation, The surgeon musb come away 
rom his study of the human organism 
and sct out broken bones. The chemist 
must come away from his laboratory, 
where he has been studying analysis and 
synthesis, nnd help us to understand the 
nature of the sools, I bless God that nl] 
classes of people are compelled to mect 
on tho street. Lhe glittering coach wheel 
clashes against the scavenger's oart. ing 
robos run ogainsp the poddlor's ynok.

Again, tho street impresses mo with 
the fact that it Is a vary bard thing for a 
man to keep his heart right and get to 
heaven. Infinite temptations spring upon 
us from these places of public concourse. 
Amid much affluence, how much 
temptation ptousness and to be dis- 
contented with onr humble lot! Amid so 
many opportunities for overreaching, 
what tomptation to extortion! Amid ¢o 
much display, what temptation to van 
ity! Amid #0 1 saloons of strong 
drink, what allurement to dissipation! 
In the maelstroms and kell gates of the 
street, how many maxe quick and oternal 
shipwreck! If a man-of-war comes back 
from a battle and ia towed Into the navy 
yard, we go down to look at the splinter- 
@d spars and count the bullet ho snd 
look with patriotic admiration on the 
flag that floated in victory from the matt- 
bead. But that man is more of a curlos- 
ity who has gone through years of the 
sharpshooting of business lifo and yet 
sails on, victor over tho temptations of 
the street. Ob, how many have gone 
down under the pSessure, leaving not so 
much as tho patch of canyas to tell where 
they perished! They never bad any 
peace. Their dishonesties kept tolling in 
thelr cars, If I had an.ax and could split 
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open the beams of that fino house, por- 
haps I would find In the y: heart of it 
a skeleton. In_ his very b vino there 
js a smack of poor man’s sweat. . Oh, is 
it strange that when o man bas devoured 
widows’ bouses ho ia disturbed with in- 
digestion? <A}l tho forces of nature are 
against him. The floods aro ready to 
drown himeand tho earthquake to swal- 
low him and the flros to consume him 
and the lightnings to smite him. But 
the childron of Gol ure on eycry street, 
and in the day when the crowns of hea- 
yen aro distributed some of the brightest 
of them will be given to those men who 
were faithful to God and faithful to th 
soula of others amid the marts of b 
ness, proving themselves the h of 
the street.

Again, tho strest impresses me with 
the fact thad life ix full of pretension and 
sham, What subterfuge, what double 
dealing, what two facednoas! Do all pco 
plo who wish you goo morning really 
hope for you a bappy day? Do all the

who inquire concorning it? Do all want 
to seo you who ask you to call? Doves all 
tho world know half as much as it pre- 
tends to know? Ja there not many a 
wretched atock of goods with a. brilliant 
show window?

AWFULNESS OF PRISON LIFE. 


“he Realization That the Braud of ‘Con 
viet’! Never Can Bo Romoved, 


“The first aspect of prison life that 
atrikes one who enters within the doors 
is its cutoffness from the world outside,’” 
Writes Mrs. Ballington Booth in The 
Ladies’ Hoine Journal, ‘The man who 
has friends who still care for him may 
recetve a stated number of yisits a year, 
When fora few minutes he talks With 
wife or mother or {viend in the guard- 
room, and he fs allowed to write one let- 
ter a month and to receive letters twice a 
week. To him there is, therefore, still 
this little bridge between his cell and the 
world from which he has been banished. 
To many, however, there does not exist 
this link—no friends have they to call on 
them, and the deliverer of letters passes 
thelr cells every week for years without 
topping to hand « message through the bar 
to them. Stern discipline, loneliness, long 
hours of work, a narrow little cell with 
just room cnough for a stool and a bed, 





- With a thick barred door through which 


the light falls flanked with shadows as a 
constant reminder of conflnement—these, 
in part, make up prison life. “The felon 
of wealth and the poor prisoner from the 
slums may march next each other in the 
lockstep and occupy adjacent cells on the 
gallery, for to all intents and purposes 
they are alike now, The striped dress, 
close-cropped hair, the utter stripping off 
of all comforts have a leveling influence. 

“The awfulness of prison life lies in 
the memories of the past; the dismal 
contrast between home and prison cell; 
the longing for loved ones whose hearts 
are aching away out of reach; the knowl- 
edge that the wretched companionship of 
misery must be thelrs, in the weary 
round of prison toll from morning till 
night, forthe long years ahead, which 
seem interminable. Aboye and beyond 
all this, prisoners have the bitter realiza- 
tion of the brand that has fallen upon 
them never to be removed—conyicts—that 
they are degraded before the public, and 
will be looked upon forever as accursed’?

mentioned under this name, its graceful 
curves and cadences were displayed on the 


village greens as well ag in the goldon 
snlons of palates, 
The waltz, like many other secular 


things, we find first in the c hurch, where 
in the midst of barbaric disorder {t seryes 
to trace the union between ancient clyili- 
zation and that of the middle ages. Tho 
sacred dance of tho pagans ia preseryed to 
acertain point in Christian rites, It is 
transformed to a series of evolutions 
made to the sound of the tambourine, St. 
Isidore, archbishop of Seyille, born about 
A. D. 680, was intrusted by the council 
of Toledo with the revision of tho liturgy 
as it was then practiced in the Roman 
church, in which there was a tambourine 
dance. The council decided to adopt the 
Isidorlan liturgy in all Spain, and it 
differed but little from that used in other 
countries at that time. This rite, cele- 
brated before the eighth century, when the 
Moors first invaded Spain, was still cele- 
brated by the Christians in the seven 
churohes of Toledo, which the Moors 
abandoned after their capture of the city 
and was after that time called the Moor- 
ish rite, 

This was known and employed in Pro- 
Yence and Italy. The tambourine in use in 
this religious dance was called by St. Isi- 
dore ‘‘moitie de symphonie’’ and eyident- 
ly corresponded to the instrument which 
in the anclent sacred dances accompanied 
the flute, a sort of bagpipe inyented two 
centuries B. ©, And thus, as the religious 
dance of the middle ages is allicd to tho 
ancient sacred dance, so the waltz is an 
evolution of this religious dance, 

In the eloventh contury, when the Gre- 
gorian rite supplanted the Moorish rite, 
the dance disappeared from tho church, 
Ib appeared very quickly in society under 
the name of carole, a word derived from 
the Latin caroler; afterward under that 
of basse dance, in which the grand prel- 
ates, kings and dignitaries did not disdain 
to join, composed of three parts, two very 
slow and one more lively, 

The people—and at this time all who 
were not of the clergy or royalty were the 
people—used the latter part, called the 
tourdion, which, lighter and more lively, 
‘appealed to them, and little by little it 
became changed. In Italy it was first 
separated from the rest under the name 
of romanesca, and from there it passed to 
Proyence and southern Germany, but in 
each of these countries it was diversified 
and developed according to the character 
of the people, 

In Provence it soon became the gaillard, 
and this name indicates the character of 
the transformation, 

Five hundred years later they danced 
the volte, which was in turn a trans- 
formation of the gaillard. The measure 
Was ternary like the latter and might be 
designated technically thus: Two steps, 
a skip, feet together, pause. The man 
first faced the opposite couple, then 
‘skipped on the left foot, turning tho left 
shoulger toward them. Repeating this 
four’ times, he again faced the other 
dancers. As for the lady, her movements 
were reduced to embracing as tightly as 
Possible the neck of her cayalier, 

As can be seen at once, this dance re- 
 Sembled the waltz in three ways—it was 
danced in three time, it was the first dance 
in which a turn was made and the first in 
which the dancer embraced his partner, 
The latter, in fact, did not touch the 
ground. . The cavalier held hér suspended 
with his left arm as he executed the four 
movements described above. 

At the court of Valois the volte was a 
favorite dance, especially with Catherine 
de’ Medici, while Henry II was charmed 
with the psalm which Clement Marot set 
to an alr of the yolte, thinking perhaps 
that what came from the church should 
go back tothechurch. The volte, as did 
later the waltze, turned the heads of this 
court, The queen, Marguerite de Na- 
varre, wife of Henry IV, was an admira- 
ble volteuse, 

After the corrupt cour of Valois had 
been dispersed by the league, and Henry 
III, the last of the great yolteurs, had fal- 
len under the knife of Jacques.Clement, 
this dance disappeared forever from court, 
clty and people, Though it greatly re- 
sembled the. waltz, the latter did not de- 
scend from it directly, but was rather the 
younger sister of it, 

In fact, the romanesca, transported, as 
we hayo sald, to Provence and southern 
Germany, was developed in those countries 
very differently—in Proyence into the 
gaillard and yolte, while the Germans, 
more dreamy and slow, changed the 
romanesca into the german and waltz. 

The yolto succumbed while young to 
oblivion in the sixteenth century by very 
reason of its excess, but the german lived 
long and produced the waltz which reigns 
today. 

About 1780 an incident occurred which 
tended to fix definitely the waltz amon, 
German customs in its present form ani 
namo, placing it in high soclety and mak- 
ing it known to foreigners, This was its 
introduction in an opera by Vincent Mar- 
tin, ‘Una Cosn Vara,” which in 1787 de- 
throned at Vienus the “Figaro!’ of Mo- 
vart. Four characters in this opera, 
Lubla, Vita, Chita and Lilla, dressed in 
black and roge color, danced on the stage 
the first waltz, 

The favorable reception of the opera 
naturally drew the attention of socloty to 
the dance, and under the name of cosa 
vara it immediately became tho fashion 
and shortly afterward assumed the namo 
of waltz, by which it has been known eyer 
elnce, 

Thus from the tourdion of the aristo- 
cratio dance, transformed by the people, 
was born the romanesca, which became in 
Franve the gaillard and yolte, and in Ger- 
many, through various stages, emerged ay 
last into tho waltz, and this last avatar of 
tho old dance of the eleventh century 
seoms to be installed definitely and to haye 
fixed the fancy of the world.—Parisian,

FILIPINOS VERY ACTIVE. 





They Claim That 1,000 Americans Have 
Already Been Killed. 


Manila, March 25,—The enemy are ex- 
tromely aotive In the vicinity of Malabon, 
in preparing defenses, evidently antict- 
pating an attack. They keop woll under 
cover, A small body, however, emerged 
fron the jungle on the extreme leff yes- 
terday and fired upon the Kansas troops 
in the trenches, fatally wounding Private 
Cohen of Company B, and Private Muser 
of Company B, 

According to Filipino accounts, 1,000 
Americans have been killed, the fatalities 
being especially heavy at Caloocan, 
where the United States troops ‘rushed 
like mad men against a storin of bullets.’’ 





THE ENEM\'S MOVEMENTS, 





Fillpinos Likely to Risk an Engagemevt 
—Otis' Plan of Campaign. 


Manila, Maroh 25,—Two Spanish _pri- 
soners, who “have esoapel from Polo to 
the nes of the Kansas Regiment, report 
that the Filipinos have concentrated their 
forces at Malabon and Polo. They say 
that only Aguinaldo’s body guard is at 
Malolos and that the rebo! leaders appar- 
ently intend to stake their fortunes on a 
fight at Malabon, There it was expected 
an engagement would take place yester- 
day. If defeated, the rebels intend to dis- 
parse to the swamps and mountains. The 
rebels wero putting their Bolos in front, 
believing that the Bolo men’s charms 
would avert the bullets. The Bolos of the 
Filipinos greatly outnumber the rifles in 
their hands. The rebels are further said 
to have admitted that they could not 
stand the American shells and bayonet 
charges. The escaped Spaniards corrobor- 
ate the stories told of food shortage 

‘among the rebels, and add that their 
hospitals are short of supplies, _ _ 
oe OTS Plan ef Campaign. 

Washington, March 25.—It is under- 

stood here that General Otis has so far 
matured his plans of campaign that 
Within a week or ten days he will be 
-ab.e to begin the movemont which is ex- 
pected to mark the destruction of Aguin- 
aldo’s army The now movement will be, 
It 1s understood, by a combined land and 
water attack, Gen. Otis has procured 13 
of the gunboats formerly owned by the 
Spanish Government, and these are to 
play an important part in the develop- 
ment of the campaign. It Is believed that 
Gen. Otis will place a complete brigade 
on board vessels, steam rapidly north- 
ward and land thom beyond the insur- 
gent headquarters at Malolos. If this 
movement succeeds the insurgent army 
will find itself completely penned in with 
no open or retreat. 





AGUINALDO DEFEATED, 





Sweoping Victory Guined by the United 
States Troops at Manila, 


New York, March 26,—The World to- 
day prints the following Manila cable 
under date of March 24; 

“A sweeping victory over Aguinaldo's 
forces has just been won by the United 
States troops. The total American loss is 
estimated af about 100, including both 
the killed and wounded. The Filipino 
Joss is betyyeen 800 and 400." 


THE TRADE CONDITIONS. 





Although American Exports Are Great, 
Brituln's Trade Is Satisfactory, 


London, March 25,—In the House of 
Commons yesterday Sir Charles Howard 
Vincent, Conservative, asked whether, in 
view of the enormous Increase of exports 
from the United States, while the exports 
of the United Kingdom do not-show such 
vitality, the Government is prepared to 
issue a royal commission to appoint a 
select committee to inquire Into the cause 
of such a condition, 

Tho president of the Board of Trade, 
Mr. C, T. Ritchie, replied that the facts 
and figures sot forth wero substantially 
correct, The causes of such a condition 
of things, he added, were generally woll- 
kuown and there was no necessity for a 
speclal inquiry into the matter, especl- 
ally as there was no reason to regard tho 
condition of trade and industry in Great 
Britain av other than satisfactory,

GREAT LINGUIST DEAD. 


Leitner, Who Spoke and Wrote 26 Lan- 
gunges, Goos Ovor to tho Great 
- Muojority. 


Bonn, Germany, March 
Leitner, the linguist, is dead. 


Gottlieb Wilhelm Leitner was born in 
1880. He was the first interpreter of the 
British army operating in the Crimea, 
and later became professor of the Arabic 
language and literature of the Royal Col- 
lege, London. In 1864 he was appointed 
rector of the College of Lahore. Soine 
time later Leitner was entrusted with an 
important ami-sion into the least known 
parts of Thibet, which took him two 
years to accomplish, While on this mis- 
sion he endured great suffering, and 
passed through many dangers, but ob- 
tained the material for an important 
work. At the Universal Exposition of 
Vienna in 1875 he obtained the only 
grand diploma of honor accorded for» the 
advancement of Oriental languages, and 
it was sald of him that he spoke and 
wrote in at least 25 idiomatic languages, 
and was familiar with 26 others.

A MOST REMARKABLE STORY. 





Marquis de Dangley Says He Has Visited 
the South Pole. 


Paris, Mareh 25.—A man who calls 
himself Marquis de Dangley is attracting 
attention here by a remarkable story. He 
says he was wrecked ‘on the Antarctic 
continent in the ship Oregon in 1863. 
There was aboard a French colony made 
up of descendants of refugees who left 
Europe at the. time of the Napoleonic 
wars. Later, he says, they organized 
themselves into a kingdom named Adelia. 
The country which they inhabit in the 
Antarctic 1s fairly temperate. The Mar- 
quis says that while among them he 
visited the South Pole three times, and 
describes it as a huge voleano. Gold, he 
says, Is abundant in the region, Tho old 
man says he recently made his way to 
Australia, after being shipwrecked tyyice. 
He exhibits many peculiar relics to sup- 
port his story. Maritime records show 
that the Oregon was wrecked in the Ant- 
arctic Sea in the year mentioned.

Ontario's Smelters. 


The House went into committee of the 
whole to consider this resolution of Hon. 
Mr, Gibson: 

That in the case of a blast furnace 
which uses charcoal made within the 
sproyince as the sole fuel in smelting 
ores, payment may be made out of the 
Iron Mining Fund of 60 cents per ton on 
the proportion of pig metal the product 
of ores not mined in Ontario, subject to 
tho condition that the following yearly 
proportions of Ontario ores aro smelted 
therewith: In first perfod of two years, 
not less than 20 per cent.; after two 
years, not less than 40 per cent.; after 
four years, not less than 60 per cent. ; 
after six years, not less than SO per 
cent.; after elght years, not less than 100 
per cent. Payment on the proportional 
product of Ontario ores shall, be on the 

asis of ene dollar per ton of pig motal. 
But in cage the proportion of Ontarle 
ore smelted in a blast furnace shall in 
any year of a period fall below the per- 
centages herein specified, there shall in 
such year be deducted from the payment 
of 50 cents per ton on the product of ores 
hot mined in the province a percentage 
thereof equal to the percentage of deficl- 
ency in the requifite amount of Ontario 
ores; provided, however, that if the pro 
portion of Ontario ores smelted in any 
year is less than 20 per cent., no payment 
shall be made out of the fund to such 
furnace for that year, 

Hon Mr. Gibson enlarged on the iin- 
portance of securing blast furnaces in 
Ontario, and the committee formally con- 
sidered the resolution and reported. It 
will be further considered in committee 
on Monday, together with the Hon. Mr, 
Gibson's bill to amend the Mines Act, in 
ae the amelter resolution is incorpor- 
ated.

The Mines Act. 


Hon. Mr. Gibson next moyed the soo- 
ond reading of his bill to amend the 
Mines Act, He spoke on {the great in- 
crease of mining enterprises in Ontarlo 
and the widespread activity in this re- 
speot, and explained the bill, clause by 
clause. Its chief provisions are the pro- 
yiding of aid for charcoal tron-smelting 
industrics and the re-arrangemont of the 
prices and rentals of mining lands. ‘Tho 
second reading of the bill was carriod. 
both Mr. Whitney and Col. Matheson 
intimating that there were matters which 
must be disoussed in committee on Mon- 
diy. 

Mr. Whitney inquired of the Govern- 
ment the probable date of the prorogation,

Many 
of the trenohes had gullies and connect- 
ing paths through the cane and brush, 
enabling them to retreat unseen. The 
problem the Americans haye to face is to 
driyé or lure the insurgents to fight in 
forco, The trenches seem thinly manned, 
except in the vicinity of Malabon. The 
Americans, fighting a hidden foe, suffer- 
ed greater loss in Papen than the 
enemy. The loss of the Filipinos had 
formerly been estimated from the number 
of pedies found scattered in the swamp 
and through the brush, A larger percent- 
age of the enemy’a wounded died than of 
the Ameriéans, many of them perishing- 
from neglect, the Americans naturally 
attending thelr own men first. 

The wounded, after treatment in the 
field hospitals, were brought to the Man- 
ila hospital by train, Several trips were 
made from Caloocan to the olty. 


MALINTA CAPTURED. 


There Was Fierce Fighting Before the 
Village With the Entrenched 
Filipinos. 


Manila, March 27.—Thoe United States 
troops, under Brig.-Gen. Lloyd Wheaton, 
captured the town of Malinta, beyond 
the Tullahan River yesterday, after a 
short fight. Col. Harry C. Egbert of the 
22nd Regiment Infantry, was killed. 
Prince Loewenstein, formerly side-de- 
camp on the staff of Brig.-Gen. Miller at 
Iloilo, somehow got in front of the firing 
line and was shot in the side, dying al- 
most instantly. A German who accom- 
panied him was founded. 

45 Killed, 145 Wounded. 

|The Amercian casualties yesterday were 
much lighter than those of Saturday, the 
‘total loss thus far reported since the en- 
gagement commenced being 45 killed 
and 145 wounded. Gen, Wheaton entered 
Malinta, which is a small village of 
huts, at 1 o’clook yesterday afternoon. 
The United States gunboat Helena and 
othor gunboats haye been shelling Mala- 
bon, about mile northwest of Caloocan, 
for several hours. The insurgents made a 
flerce resistance to the American adyance 
up the railroad at Malinta, In addition 
to the fatal wounding of Col. Egbert, 
soveral men in the 22nd Infantry and 
several of the Oregon and Kansas regi- 
ments were killed, 

Malabon Was Vacated. 

Fridently anticipating a bombardment 
by the fleet, 1,000 rebels vacated Malabon 
on Saturday night, leaving a few to burn 
the town. Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, com- 
posed of the Second Oregon Regiment 
and tho 22nd and 28rd Infantry, strotched 
out along the railroad from Caloocan to 
the Tuliahan River, was powerless to

Tho mines are under the direct control 
of tho Austro-Hungarian minister of 
finance. Here the wonders spoken about 
iiay bo secon as thoy haye been seen by 
people for nearly 1,000 years, During 
that timo the skilled hand of the laborer 
in the Wicliozka salp mines hag been ab 
work turning the depths of darkness into 
arealm of beanty. It has created ball- 
rooms, chapels, altars, statues, restau- 
rants, railways, chandeliors, staircases, 
pillars and thrones in the bowels of the 
earth, and the grandeur of these has ex- 
cited the admiration of the world. Tho 
mines date back to 1044 and now havea 
length of over 83% miles. 

Almost blinded by darkness and fright- 
ened by the eerie echo of his own foot- 
steps, the visitor first enters some colossal 
chamber hollowed out by the laborer in 
tho ordinary course of mining after a plan 
Ini) down by some master mind. He al- 
tust loses himsclf in the expanse of the 
Letow ballroom, whioh, with its mural 
decoration, illuminated gallerics, stalwart 
pillars and shining chandeliers, is indeed 
a fit and welcome chamber for lovers of 
the dance. In its history, which dates 
back to 1750, when it was dodicated to 
Letowski, the chief of the mines at that 
time, it has witnessed many remarkable 
gatherings These have taken place on 
royal visits or for the entertainment of 
distinguished guests. One end of the 
room is adorned with a colossal Austrian 
engle and with transparenoies painted on 
slabs of salt. In an alcove at the other 
end of the room stands a throne of green, 
the crystals of which flash a green and 
ruby red. It is on this that the emperor 
sits when he comes to the mines, 

From the scene of gaysety and splendor 
itis but astep to the home of quietude 
and prayer. Here, off one of the main 
jassages, is the noted St. Anthony's chap- 
ol, tho resort of thousands of the devout 
since it was hewn in 1698. ‘The vestibule 
to this chapel contains a symmetrical 
archway, with figures aot the sides. Tho 
interior is beautified by an altar showing 
the crucifixion, and op the steps of the 
iltar are the forms of two kneeling monks. 
On the sides of the chapel may be seen 
smaller altars and statues of saints. Many 
times cach year the priests of the district 
perform thelr pious duties in this simple 
chapel 

It is not at all strange that the religious 
fceling of olden times should be reflected 
in the chambers and passages through 
which we are now tn imagination passing. 
Hurd by St, Anthony’s chapel the torch

long resisted the Wear and tear of timo. 
When illuminated, a3 {6 of(sn is, the ohan- 
delier, with its myriad lights, is indeed 
beautiful to sea. ” 

The descent from the first to the second 
story is made on a long series of steps of 
solid salt. At the foot of this remarkablo 
stuirease the sightscor ‘is fascinated by a 
beautiful sight The giant chamber 
* Michalowice’’ lies before him—yast, fear 
somo and stupendous—finished in 1761, 
after 40 years of daily labor. If measures 
59 fect long, 92 feet broad and 118 feot 
hich, the roof being supported by a wood: 
en framework to avoid disaster. In the 
interior a salt chandelier of 800 lights 
gicams brilliantly on tho rugged sides of 
this imposing room. When musicians 
play here, tho volume of sound rolls and 
reverberntes with deafening effect against 
the solid confines of the chamber, and, 
rushing upward, bursts with mighty pow- 
er against the faroff dome 


‘Tho third floor of this marvelous mine 


contains the railway station and restau- 


rant, attracting the visitor by its long vista 


of lJatticed gallerics and ponderous pillars 
and its promise of refreshment after a long 
and weary tramp on unyielding floors; 
for hore at this railway station, where the 
£5 miles of railways from all parts of the 
Miinv join, a tempting buffet exists the

The Attorney-General explained the 
changes which the Government had mado 
in the bill sinoe its introduction, These 
were principally a rediiotion in the 
license originally proposed to be payable 
by small breweries. This would be re- 
stored to its former figure of $250. An 
amendment had been made, whereby 
half-yearly license fees could be paid in 
respect to taverns and shops, and an- 
other, whereby brewers and distillers 
who were willing to pay the maximum 
fee were not called upon to mike returns 
ef their business. Cities would not be 
allowed to increase the present license 
feos. 

Unnecessary Taxation, 

Mr. Marter (North Toronto) made a 
speech generally condemning the financial 
policy of the Government. He commented 
on the fact that in spite of their boasted 
surplus, the Government had to resort to 
what was practically direct taxation. 
The Government, he sald, occupied their 
present postion on false representations 
to the electorate. Ministers knew the 
position of affals prior to tho Jast eleo- 
tion, but they a knew they would 
have no chance of re-election if they an- 
nounced a policy of direct taxation. This 
taxation the hon. member proceeded to 
show was not for any public works or 
institutions, but solely on account of the 
anticipated falling off in Crown lands 
revenues, a state of affairs that reflected 
badly on the financial administration of 
the Government, 

The Two Policies. 


Mr. Marter contrasted the extravagant’ 


program of the Government with the 
policy of retrenchment combined yy}th 
efficiency which is adoycated by the Op- 
position. ‘The future,’ sald he, ‘‘looks 
bright and clear for the Conservative 

. We came near winning at the last 
election, and at the next appeal to the 
people the constituencies will say to the 
Government, ‘You have been weighed in 
the balanop and found Wanting.” ” He 
conoluded a three hours’ speech by movy- 
ing an amendment that the Speaker do 
not leaye the chair—practically the six 
months’ holst. 

Mr. M. B. Morrison (West Hastings) 
supported the amendment and endorsed 
the chief charges the hon. member for 
North Toronto had made against the 
Government, 

The Division. 

The House divided shortly after 10 
o'clock, when 27 voted for the amend- 
ment and 87 against. The amendmont 
was consequently lost by ten votes. The 
resolution of the Attorney-General that 
the House go into committee on the 
brewers’ and distillers’ license bill, was 
then carried 9n the same diyvisiqn re- 
vorsed. It was 4 purely party voto, 

The House in Committee, 

The House then went into committee 
on the bill, with Mr. Stratton (West 
Peterboro) in the chair. After discussing 
a few clauses the committee reported 
progress, 

Progress Made. 

The Attorney-General’s bill to amend 
the law as to workmen's compensation 
for injuries was next considered and sev- 
eral clauses passed. Hon. Mr. Ross’ bill 
to amend the Separate Schools Act passed 
the committee stage without altcration, 
as also did Hon. Mr. Garrow’s respecting 
executions and sheriffs; Hon. Mr. Har- 
court’s, respective the succession duties; 
Dr. Pyne’s, incorporating the Halibur- 
ton, Whitney & Mattawa Railway; Mr. 
Stratton’s, respecting the town of Peter- 

Second Readings. 

Hon. Mr. Gibson's bill respecting

Gen, Otis Tells of the Brilliant Charge 
of the South Dakota Volunteers. 


Washington, Maroh 29,—The following 
despatch has just been recelyed from 
Gencral Otis: Manila, March 28,—Mac- 
Arthur had sovere fighting yesterday 
afternoon beyond Mariloa. Brilliant 
charges by South Dakota, led by Frost, 
against the famed troops of Aguinaldo 
brought from Malolos. Repulsed enemy 
with slaughter, Adjutant Lien and 
Lioutenants Adams and Morrison and 
four enlisted men of that regiment kill- 
ed; Lieut. MoLelland and 22 enlisted 
men wounded; loss yesterday mostly con- 
fined to this regiment. Partial destruo- 
tion of railroad, which is being rapidly 
repaired, knpedes MacArthur's progress. 
Supply railway trains have now reached 
Mariloa, and MacArthur is pushing on. 
Our small gunboats are in Bulacan River, 
whore great execution was done yester- 
day, ‘They will relieve pressure on Maoc- 
Arthur’s front materially, Troops in 
excellent condition and spirits. Proclama- 
tion signed Luna, General-in-Chlef 
insurgent forces, directs all towns sban- 
doned be burned.

Tho American 
roports show that 20 men were killed 
and 61 ‘wounded on our side the day 
before” The Dakota regiment lost 16 men 
killodt and had 87 wounded. According to 
prisonors in the hands of the Americans, 
Awuinaldo's generals, Garcia, Torren and 
Pittheco, were with the Filipino army 
yesterdiy, and drove their followers into 
the first aggressive domonstration. 

Ono of tho most brilllant und costliest 
achlovements of thé campaign was the 
charge of Major Howard's battalion 
across the river. Advancing at the 
double, they found the river beneath 
thom and splashed across with a yell, 
swimming and wading with bullets spat- 
toring in the water, and rushed upon the 
rebel trenches. Ten men wereskilled and 
11 were wounded in the charge. 

Thirty New-Made Graves, 

In the churchyard of Mariloa the 
Americans found 80 newly-made graves 
of Filipinos and a dozen bodies were seen 
drifting down the river with gruesome 
wounds. The prisoners are digging their 
former comrados from the graves. Many 
huts are smoking ruins, having been 
burned by their inhabitants. Lhe Ameri- 
cans ave not burning any buildings,

Interesting Budget of Mining News-~ 
There is Gold im the Rocks of North 
Hastings--Can it be Got 
Out Cheaply ? 


The Assay Oltico received eamplos last 
week from the Boerth gold mine, noar 
Ardoch, which showed very high results in 
asaay for gold. Thesamplo# ran from $2 
to $140 per ton in gold, the richest semples 
being from the Cook shaft. 

These samples were personally selected 
by Mr, Arch. Blue, Director of the Burean 
of Mines, who visited the mine to corrobor- 
ate tho reports of the richuess of the mine, 
forwarded from tho local Assay Oftice, and 
in no cago were the samples selected to give 
high prices. 

Those results, together with assays on 
numerous other samples from this districts 
tested for gold during the winter, tend to 
prove the assertion of experienced miners, 
such as Capt. O'Neill, of Marmora, and 
W, A. Hungerford, of Belloville, that the 
North Hastings quartz veins carry gold in 
paying quantities, provided a cheap process 
can be got to treat ursenical ores, 1t is 
certain, however, that the future of gold 
mining in our district rests entirely on tho 
workable size of the ore bodies, together 
with a suitable process for extraction, as 
there is no doubt as to the existence of 
gold, There seems to he w belt of rocks of 
varying width running from . Frontenae 
County in the east to Peterboro in the west, 
and cut by veins of quartz carrying more 
or less gold, together with other metals, 
With such a successful treatment of gold

But eyen the 
laborers manage to seoure an occasional 
bowl of strong soup and then vary their 
diet with oonseryes, dried fruits, basins of 
curds and hard boiled eggs. The actual 
weight of bread that a muleteer or laborer 
can consume daily is vory great, seven 
, pounds not being an extraordinary allow- 
ance. In the south of Persia dates are tho 
staple food. They are very cheap and sat- 
isfying. During the summer lettuces, 
grapes, apricots, onions and cucumbers 
form the dainties of the villagers, und 
these, with bread, cheese and ourds, are 
their only food. In ‘every large town 
cookshops abound. Sheep are roasted 
whole in ovens and sold hot by tho slice. 
The sheep’s head and feet are boiled sop- 
rately, and their preparation and sale are 
# trade in themselves, 

But the edible most in favor among all 
classes in Persia is the kabab. There aro 
two varieties of kabab, One is made from 
mince mutton, which’ ig chopped with o 
few oniona Into a” paste fino as sausage 
meat, carefully molded over a skewer, 
toasted over a florce charcoal fire and sold 
and eaten hot, This is tho kabab of the 
bazaar, the delicacy of the lower classes 
At tho dinner hour (sunset) and at the 
breakfast hour ak crowds surround 
the shops of the kabab sollors. Kach man 
carries his bread, which is usually a flexi- 
ble loaf two fect long, ono foot wide and 
half an inoh thick, The customer wraps 
his kababs, hot from the fire, in his bread 
and olther sits down and cats it thon and 
thore or takes the meal home to his family 


In any caso a hot dinner of roast mont 
can be obtuined ut from 4 cents to 12 
cents, for the prico of » single skewor of 
the steaming delicacy 1s but a cent. Jars 
containing about half a pint of hot, strong 
and savory meat soup are sold for a cent 
These form the tnyarlablo meal of tho 
Porsian soldior if he oan afford it. The 
meat 1s pounded and served with the soup 
or caten afterward as a separate plate.— 
Now York Journal

Spector was doing his duty. Mr. Whitney 
remarked that when complaints were 
made that might also perhaps be called a 
sign that the offlolal was doing bis duty. 
Hon. Mr. Hardy intimated that the 
Carleton County hotelkeepers were easy 
if they pald the $5 for the inspection, 
because the idea was an original one in 
the mind of the inspector, ashe was not 
allowed by the License Act to collect the 
fee. John McLaughlin of Stormont spoke 
of extravagance regarding license inspec- 
tors, and in the little discussion which 
took place, the Opposition placed the 
opinion that license inspectors were paid 
vrincipally for help they could give the 
Government at elections,

British and American Warships 
Working Together. 


The Shelling of Native Villages Lnasted 
Intermittently for Eight Days—Several 
of the Stormed Villages Burned—Ma- 


taafa ond His Followers Defled tho 


OMeials und Attacked the British and 


American Consulates. 


Apia, Samoan Islands, March 28, via 
Auckland, N.Z., March 80,—The troubles 
growing out of the clection of a King of 
Samos have taken a more serlous turn, 
and resulted in a bombardment of native 
villages along the shore by the United 
States crulser Philadelphia, Admiral 
Kautz commanding, and the British 
crulsers Porpolse and Royalist, ‘The bomn- 
bardment has continued intermittently 
for elght days. Several villages haye been 
burned, and there haye beon a number of 
casualties among the American and Brit- 








ish sailors and: marines, As yet, 10 is 
impossible to estimate the number of 
natives killed or injured. 
Mataufans Were Defiant 
As Mataafa and his chicfs, constituting 
the Provisional Government, continued 


to defy tho treaty after the arrival of the 
Philadelphia, Admiral Kautz summoned 
the various consuls and senior naval 
officers to « conference on board the 
Philadelphia, when the whole situation 
was carefully canvassed, The upshot was 
a resolution to dismiss the Provisional 


Government, and Admiral Kantz issued 
® proclamation, calling upon Matarga 
and his chiefs to return to thelr homes. 


A German Proclamation, 

Mataafa evacuated Mulinau, the town 
he had made his headquarters, and went 
into the Interior. Herr Rose, the German 
consul at Apia, issued # proclamation, 
supplementing the one he had fssued 
soveral weeks before, upholding the Pro- 
visional Government. As a result of this 
the Mataafans assembled in large force, 
and hemmed in the town. The British 
cruiser Royalist brought the Malictoa 

isoners from the islands to which they 

ad been transferred by the Proyisional 
Government. The Americans then forti- 
fled Mulinuu, where 2,000 Malietoans 
took refuge, The rebels—the adherents of 
Mataafa—barricadod the roads within thé 
municipality, and selzed the British 
houses. 

Ao Ultimatum Was Sont, 

An ultimatum was then sent to them, 
ordering them to evacuate and threaten- 
ing them, in the event of refusal, with a 
bombardment, to commence at 1 o'clock 
on the afternoon of March 15. This was 
ignored, and the rebels commenced an 
attack in the direction of the United 
States and British consulates about half 
an hour before the time fixed for the 
bombardment. The Philadelphia, Por- 
poise and Royalist opened fire upon the 
distant villages. There was great diffi- 
culty in locating the enemy, owing to the 
dense forest, but several shore villages 
were soon in flames. 

A Defective Shell. 

A defective shell from the Philadelphia 
exploded near the American consulate, 
and the marines outside narrowly 
escaped. A fragment struck the leg of 
Private Rudge, shattering it so badly as 
to necessitate amputation, Another frag- 
ment traversed the German consulate, 
smashing the crockery. The Germans 
then went on board the German cruiser 
Falke. During the night the rebels made 
a hot attack on the town, killing throo 
British sailors. A British marine was 
shot in the leg by a sentry of his own 
party, another was shot in the fect, while 
an American sentry was killed at his 
post. Tho bombardment continuing, the 
inhabitants of the town toek refuge on 
board the Royalist, greatly crowding the 
vessel. Many people are leaving Samoa, 
the captain of the Royalist urging them 
to go, 80 as not to interfere with the 
military operations. The Porpoise has 
shelled the villages east and west of Apia 
and captured many boats, The Ameri 
cans and British are fighting splendidly 
together, but there is* 4 bitter feeling 
against the Germans. 

Two men, a British and « German sub- 
ject, have been arrested as spices, The 
bombardment of the jungle was fora 
time very hot.

Washington, March 26.—Rev Dr. Tal- 
mage preached this morning from the 
text Tohn xix, 80, ‘‘Whon Josus therefore 
bad received the vinegar."

Oh skios of Judea, 
let a drop of rain strike on his burning 
tongue! Oh, world, with rolling rivera 
and sparkling lakes and spraying foun- 
talns, give Jesus something to drink! It 
there be any pity in earth or heaven or 
hell, let 1¢ now be demonstrated in be- 
half of rhis royal sufferer,

provided wine for those people who died 
jn crucifixion—a powerful opiate to

An Arablan legend 
says that there was a worm in Solomon's 
staff gnawing its strength away, and 
there 1s a weak spot in every earthly 
suppors that o man leans on. King 
George of England forgot pl] the grand- 
eurs of his throne becanse one day Jn an 
interview Beau Brummel called him by 
his first name and addressed bim as a 
servant, crying, ‘George, ring the bell!” 
Miss Langdon, honored all the world 
over for her poetic genius, is so worried 
over the evil reports set afloat regarding 
her that she is found dead with an empty 
bottie of prussic acid In her hand. Gold- 
smith suld that bis life was » wretched 
being, and that all that want and cone 
tempt could bring to it had been brought, 
and cries out, ‘What, then, 1s there 
formidable ing jail?’ Correggio’s fine 
painting ia hung up for a tavern sign. 
Hogarth cannot sell his best painting 
excopt through a raffle. Andrea del Sarto 
makes the great fresco in the Church of 
the Annunclata at Florence and gets for 
pay a sack of corn, and there are annoy- 
ances and yexutions in high places as 
well as in low places, showing that in a 
great many lives are the sours greater 
than the sweets.

Stockholm, March 80.—‘' That unfriend- 
ly word, ‘patriotism,’ '’ said Count Leo 
Tolstol yesterday, in speaking of the 
Czar's oppression of the Finns, ‘has 
always been.a cause of strife. I sympa- 
thize with the Finns in thelr struggle for 
the independence they have always 
known. They are not an excitable race, 
and they will have thelr rights if they 
will but lose sight of love of country, 
which, binding a man to his native soil, 
is, after all, merely empty sentiment.’’ 

The Czar has taken one more step in 
the Russification of Finland in a ukase 
abolishing the Finnish postage stamps 
and providing that henceforth Russian 
stamps shall be used in the grand duchy. 


| Strikers Entitled to Poor Law Kellef. 
London, March 80.—The Court of 
Chancery, In deciding a case arising from 
the destitution of the strikers in the re- 
cent coal strikes in South Wales, yester- 


day rendered judgment that strikers are 


entitled to poor law relief if they ask it,

While there are many crying evils in the 
combinations formed recently in manufac- 
turing industries in this country, yet there 
are many benefits to the laboring class in 
such centralization of capital. One of the 
best foatures of combining large manufac- 
turiog industries, which perhaps has not 
Leon noted by economists, is the fact. that 
where a few plants in large cities in one 
particular line of manufacturing are com- 
bined, geuerally to save taxes or large 
rents, one or more, of them, or sometimes 
all, are closed up and a piece of property 
taken in a healthy suburb of a large city, 
and good light and pure sir for the work- 
ingman aro obtained, the land being given 





for the sake of booming the placo. Railroad 
facilities in these times enable the ship- 
ment of goods at as low rates as could be 
obtained from the city itself direct, This 
necessitates in almost all cases some pro- 
vision for the workingman;; not only to 
saye his time in travel but to keep him 
under the good influences of suburban 
towns and save his health from the unsani- 
tary condition of crowded tenements of the 
large cities. This has created a demand 
for workingman’s cottages, and the arohi- 


|| tect of the modern low cost house has re- 


cently conceived many pleasing effects in 
such buildings where he has been given 
freer rein by the low cost of the land and 
thehome influences brought out in the 
workingman by the inhabiting of such a 
dwelling, has becn education in itself and 
a lifting-up to him ; where his few crowded 
rooms in the unhealthy tenement of the 
city would have produced discomfort and 
discontent.
